Committee of the City Vounoll mot yestor- 
day afternoon in the Mayor's oflioe at 4:30, 
instad of at 3 p. um. 
There were present 
the Police Magiatrato, Ald 


, Popo and Frost. ; 
or id. Dickson explained that tho Com- 


mitteo of the Counoil had mot somo time 
ago and momorialized the Commissioners ip 
regard to polico affairs, Io the absence of 
the chairman of the Polico Commissioners, 
Judge Laztor, it might not be advisable to 
go on, The Council, he continued, proposed 
to raise the salaries of two of the force to 
$4175, and to lot the Chiof’s remain at $900 
as it is now, as ho receives $100 from the 
County. 

The Police Magistrate said some time ago 
the force consisted of 8 ; now it was com- 
prised of 6,and the Commissioners proposed 
to work as much as possible in the interest 
of tho city, The mon haveto work at 
night, and as far as the number was con- 
corned, it could not be lessened, [t was not 
the design of tho Commissioners to raise 
salaries and as long as the Ohief was getting 
$900 from the City and $100 from the 
Uounty, the Commissioners considered he 
was gotting $1,000, although it was promis- 
ed him whon ho was engaged that he would 
got 81,000 if he gave satisfaction, 

Ald. Dickson said thatin Guelph the 
Chief got $525, the men got $425 and 
clothing, which amounted to about $50 
each. 

Ald. Taylor said that from tho effictoncy 
displayed, many thought that too much was 
expended on tho police. He himself had 
boon asked to take the position of Chief at 
$1,000, He found no fault at the fixing of 
the salary of the Uhbief at 900. He also 
thought the Ohief ought to be the High 
Constable of the County. 

Mr. Holden said it was neceesary that 
the Ohief should haye such power as that 
of-Oounty Constable, It wan yery seldom 
that any of the force go outside the city. 

Ald. Taylor said McOrudden was o 
County Constable, but he did not think 
there was another on the foroe who was. 

Mr. Holden said os far as the contingent

expenses were concerned they would not 


pay for oleaning the colle; and bosides, 
prisoners who were put in during the day, 
who had no money, had to be fed.

Ald, Taylor said there was « strong feel- 
ing that the Qhiet should do duty during 
the day. 

Mr. Holden said he wasin his office 
daily, and could always be found there.

How was the police to know that 
such licenses had not been paid 7 

Ald. Dickson said the Treasurer had re - 
peatedly told him that several times he had 
asked the Chief to collect thesé licenses but 
he had not acted. He had written the So- 
licitor on the subject. 

Mr. Holden cited instances to show that 
some complaints made against the police 
were frivolous. 

Ald. Pope said the livery licenses could 
be paid before the firat of June. 

Mr. Holden said several carters had 
been fined and the Council had remitted 
thelr fines. The carters were at the Coun- 
cil meeting looking at those who voted 
against them. He knew what it was him- 
self. ‘Last year he collected between $1,100 
or $1,200, which was twice as much as was 
collected in the two preceding years. He 
didn’t see, he said, in conclusion, that we 
could do any better than we are now doing. 

Judge Lezier here came in and stated 
that he had been unexpectedly busied, and 
what had been done was explained to him 
as well as the fact that Officer Nowton pre- 
posed resigning. 

The Mayor and Mr. Holden both spoken 
of the capabilities of Officer Newton sad 
endorsed him as a capable officer. 

Mr, Ilolden explained to Judge Lezier 
what had been said and remarked that the 
letter from the Committee of the Oounoil 
to the Commissioners contained three 
points ; theirnumber, remuneration, and 
duties. 

Ald. Dickson suggested that $100 be 
divided among the three men on the forow, 

Mr. Holden considered it best to make 
the addition 850 each. 

Ald. Dickson remarked the contingent 
acoount would have to beincreased as well. 
~ Judge Lazier was of opinion that the 
clothing account could be leasened, 

Mr. Holden said the principal point of 
objection had been the salary of the Chief. 

Ald, Dickson said Newton's resignation 
would be regretted and perhaps the others 
might complain.

The Sunday train question was fully dis- 
cussed op a motion of Mr, McMullen for a 
return showing the number of — petitions 
Drosenteéd asking for Sabbatarian legislation, 
Ho supported his motion by » speech in 
which he stated hia belief thet Sunday 
trains: should be abolished except in cases 
of froight-trains carrying goods ot a perish- 
able nature, . 

Mr. Mackenzie doubted whether the 
Hoheo had power to pass tho legislation 
asked for by tho petitions, but the Govorn- 
mont certainly could reduce the Sunday 
traffic on their own railways and canals to » 
minimum, He paid in Ontario the magis- 
trates had. power to put a stop to Sunday 
traflic, and the petitioners should appeal to 
them instead of the House. 

In the debate which ensued, and which 
was taken part in by Sir Hector Langevin, 
Mr, White (Oardwell), and others, the 
Opinion was gonerally expressed that Sun- 
day trains were more or less a necessity. 

Tho Chinese question was also discussed 
for some time onthe. motion that the 
House go into Committees on Mr. Shake- 
spéare’s resolution, declaring it expedient 
to pass & law similar in principle to the one 
in foroein New South Wales, to restrict 
the influx of Obinese 

Sir John Macdonald spoke against the 
resolution on the ground that while it was 
well to exclude the Uhinese where there 
was plenty of white labor, it was better to 
have the Chinese than no labor atall. He 
argued that Chineso labor was necessery 
for the completion ot the C. P, R.in 
British Oolumbia. He thought Chinese 
labor should not be prohibited until the 
work was completed. If it was then prohib- 
ited no more Chinese would come,and they 
would rapidly dissppear ffom the country. 

All the British Columbia members op- 
posed this view of the question and thought 
labor should be protected as well a« any 
other commodity. 

Sir Hector Langevin moved that the 
debate be Adjourned, but this motion was 
8o strongly opposed by Messrs. Shakespeare 
and Gordon that he withdrew it. The de- 
sired effec} was nevertheless produced, for 
the motion was lost on a division.

Development of [ron in England. 


Our readera are well aware.that the late 
Horace Greely, who so long controlled the 
columns of the New York T'ribune, waa an 
enthurisstic advocate of protection, A oor- 
respondent writing.to the Toronto Mail fur 
nishes the extract which we give from the 
Tribune of December, 1866, The statement 
is a most remarkable One, showing thas Eng- 
land imposed a+ daty upon iron and fron 
manufactures steadily from 1679 till 1525, 147 
yoars, We quote fromthe Z'ribu ie :—Jus} 
see what unswerving support the British Goy 
ernment gave to tho British fron manufacture 
for an unbroken poriod of 148 years, till it 
was strong onough to invite the world to free 
trade, and to teach free trade. Ino 1679 the 
firat duty on forelga iroa was imposed by tho 
British Goverament of 10 shillings per ton, 
In 1710 the duty was ‘advanced to £2 1s 64 
por ton in Kvglish vessels, and: £2 104:10d in 
foreign v x. A stiff tariff which yearly 
did its intended work for 72 years. This 
tariff did not make cheap iron, But what of 
that? She wawafter cheap iron, In 1752 
the duty was raised to £2 17« 2d, In 1785 
Parliament prohibited the exportation of 
tools, engines, models, or plans of machinos 
used in the manufacturé of iron, under the 
penalty of one yoar’s imprisonment of the 
shipper, £200 fine, sontiacation of the articles 
shipped ‘or intended to be shipped, a fine of 
£200 onthe master of the vessel, aud tho 
same on the Custom Houso oflicérs, who were 
to bo” dismissed, and be théreafter incapable 
forever of holding office. Item, for enticing 
fron workmen out of England, Parliamoat

acknowledges its receipt. Too next doo- 
ument is a report of a committees of the 
Privy Council, approved on 19th Janurry 
1883, It recites the facts, that on the 26th 
Jane, 1874, the Dominion being represented 
by Mr, Laird, then Minister of the Interior, 
and Ontario reprosqnted by Mr. Pardee, an 
arrangement was entered into between tho 
Dominion and Ootario,under which a conyen- 
tional boundary of Ontario on the weet and 
northwest was sgrecd to, and warto be re- 
cognized by both Governiients until the frao 
boundaries shouldbe definitely adjasted ; that 
this arrangement was ratilied by an order-ize 
coundil approved of on the 8th July, 1874,and 
in Ontario by au orJer-io-council’on the 9th 
of July; that ina despatch from the Ontario 
Governor to the Secretary of Stato, dated 
3ket December, 1881,. the following words 
vcour: ‘Os the 26th Jano, 1874, a provisional 
arravgemont was made forthe sale of lands 
in the dispated territory, which arrangement 
was in force from ita dato until the 3rd Augast 
1578, when the award was made” (mesning 
the award of Ohiet Justico Harriaon and his 
aeacolates); the Government of Canada learn 
that sotive steps have bedm taken by the Gov: 
érpment of Ontario towards assuming posses- 
sion and Government-of the country west and 
north of the conyegtional line, and under the 
circumstances the committees obnctr in thé 
view, recommending that the action of the 
Government of Oatarip in abrogating the con- 
ventional boundsry be acquiesced in. This 
report of the Committee of the Privy Cvancil 
is communicated to the Governor.of Ontario 
and the rece!pt thereof is acknowledged by 
*Governor Robinson on the 3lst January, 1883.

The vigor with which the prosecution of 
the assassina of Lord Cavendish and Mr, 
Borke has been followed up is worthy of 
all praise, Of the principals three have been 
convicted and two acquitted, and two havo 
confessed their complicity in this as woll as 
in other crimea, Tho two who were 4o- 
quitted of the capital charge have been 
held in custody and will bo tried ova 
charge of conspiracy to murder, tho penal- 
tyfor which offence is ton years ponal 
servitude. 

It is to be regretted that James Oaroy, 
the chief scoundrel of the gang of areassins, 
should have eacaped the punishment which 
he #o richly deserved ; but, as his testi- 
mony was necessary to render the convic- 
tion of his associates certsin, the Goyera- 
ment were obliged to acoept it and spare 
the life which he had forfeited to justice. 
However, as ithas been alleged that the 
informer has been privy to other murders, 
he may not, afcer all, escape the gallows. 

Certain journals, with a purpose to serve, 
have Mnsisted that Carey and Kavanagh,tho 
other informer, are perjurers, and classed 
them with Titus Oates and his contempor- 
aries ; but we have it on thejword of their 
fellow conspirator Delaney, who pleaded 
guilty to the charge,and who was not likely 

to speak untrothfully inthe solemn moment 
when confessing his guilt,that the evidence 
of the informers was true, Hence it fol- 
lows that the only perjury committed in 
these cases was on behalf of the prisoners 
and not on behalf of the Crown. Itis not 
the purpose of the Government to secure 
the punishment of innocent men; the 
authorities are not bloodthirsty wretches 
who would pursue a courseeyen more de- 
mon-like than that of the’ assassins, which 
they would do did they murder, by deliber- 
ate process of law, a number of compara- 
tively obsoure individuals whose death 
could be ofno possible benefit to them. 
The idea of such a thing is too revolting 
and too absurd to be entertained for a 
moment, except by those whose reasoning 
faculties have been overcome by’ senseless 
prejudice. 

The conspiracy was ore of the most de- 
testable known in history, and the only 
wonder is that there can be found journal- 
ists depraved enough to express sympathy 
with those of its membera who are about to 
moeét their deserts. The conspiracy has 
been broken up, and it is to be hoped that 
the lesson which that fact teaches will not 
pass unheeded.

WHAT CONSTILUTES A GOOD PASTURE. 
«Before considering what is the best meth- 
od of renovating a pasture, it may be well 
to form some idea of what constitutes ao 
good pasture, to determine what aro the 
capabilities of a good pasture, well osred 
for. It may be said to begin with, that a 
pasture whioh will afford abundance of food 
for as many cows as it contains acres, ia un 
extra good pasture, and such as is seldom 
mot with inthis country, In Eogland pas- 
tures are as well cured for as other parts of 
the farm, aud there aro some very produc- 
tive grazing lands there. Dr. Lawes esti- 
mated that on a rich Leicestershire pasture, 
an inorease of 500 pounds in live weight of 
fattening oxen was produced on each acre 
durivg six months’ gruzing. By experiment 
it was found that to produce tho same in- 
Crosse we weight there would ‘be required 
$500 poutds of cloyer hay, 1600 pounds of 
corn or oilcake, and fivetons of Swedes, 
and these quantities of fodder wore estima- 
ted to be equivalent to three and a bulf

I know there are persons who seem to haye 
no especial interest in the welfare of the chi'd- 
ren, The father says; ‘My boy must_ take

right; if he turns out jl), ho will have to bear 
the consequences, Ho hasthe kame chance 
that] had. Ho must take caro of himself.” 

A shepherd might jast a1 w6ll thrast a lamb 
intoa den of Jions and say: ‘'Little lamb, 

take caro of yourself.’ Nearly tll the bFuto 
crestion are k'nd enough to lcok after their 
young.

The first causo of parents! solicitude, I think 
arises from the imperfection of parents on 
their own part. Weall, somehow, want our 
oh!!dren to avoid our faults, We hopo that if 
wo have any oxoollencics they will copy thom, 
but the probability ia they will copy our 
faults and omit our excellencles. Children 
are very apt to be echoes of the parontsl life, 
Some one moots a lad on the back stroot,finds 
him smoking,and ‘aya; ‘‘Why,I am astound. 
od at you; what would your fathor say if he 
know this? Whore did you got that cigar?” 
“Oh, I ploked it up on the street.” “What 
would your father say, and your mothor say, 
if they know this?’ ‘*’Ob,” ho replios, ‘ that’s 
nothing ; my fathor smokes!” ‘“horo is no 
one af us to-day who would like to have our 
children copy ell our examples. And that is 
the cause of solicitude on tho pars of all of us, 
We havo so many faults wo do not want thom 
copied and stereotyped in the lives and ohar- 
actors of those who some after us. 

Their solicitude arises from our oconsolous 
insuflicdionoy and unwiedom~ef discipline, One 
of twenty paronts there may be ono parent 
who understands how thoroughly and ekil- 
fally to disoipl'no ; vin no moro than one 
out of twonty. Wo, nearly all of us, are on 
ono sido or on the other, Hore is a fathor 
who asys; “I am going to bring up ah ohil- 
dren right; my sons shallknow nothing but 
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hear nothing but religioo,” They sre routed

Commandmenta, They are wakenod up from 
the softs on Suvday nigh€ to recite tho Wet.

ance about them. There fs a wonderful depth 
to their eye, and they aregone, They are toa 
delicate a plant for this world.

Again, we have. it on authority 
which no good free-trader will yenture to 
dispute—namely that of Mr. Clayton Slater, 
of Brantford, the English free-trade wincey 
manufacturer, who «wants additional pro 
tection in his line of business, that some of 
his friends propoge t» emigrate from York- 
shire and to. establish woollen and worated 
manufactories in Canada.

This is important testimony in favor of 
the Government policy, as no manufac- 
turers of woollens or worateds trom York- 
shire sought to establish manufactories iu 
Oanada under previous tariffs,for the simple 
reason that they had control of the market 
until the N. P. had been adopted.

Oanada,and give to the Dominion the bene- 
fits of their outlay in return for free adwis-

On the motion to go into Committee of 
Supply, Sir Oherles Tupper dolivered his 
promised speech on the Pacilic Railway. 
Sir Charles’ speech occupied several hours 
in delivery. Ho was weloomed with im 
monse applaurns, and looked well His 
voice at first was woak,but as ho proceeded 
it became stronger, till at length it bad all 
tho oldring about it. Ho was interrupted, 
as ho made point after point in his bost 
style, with frequent applause. The keynote 
of his speoch was the immoenso value of the 
Uanadian Pacific railway to the Dominion 
of Canada, Mr, Blako had said all the 
advantages of the contract made with the 
Oanada Paocitio. wore on one sido, namely, 
tho sido of the railway. This afforded Sir 
Oharlos the text upon which to dilate, and 
he did it well. He showed that the vital 
question to Canada was population ; that 
the constriction of tho Canada Pacific had 
given an impetus to immigration, as was seen 
in the fact that while 40,000 immigrants 
camo to Oanada in 1878, in 1882 the num- 
ber was 193,000; that the population had 
taken up lands to such an extent that the 
Department of the Interior calculated that 
from the 1st of January, 1883, to the 1st 
January, 1891, thesaum that would be re- 
ceived from sales of land wéuld be fifty- 
eight million dollars ; that the approximate 
estimate of the amount due on Dominion 
lands,computed from Lat of June,1880,to3let 
December, 1882, is $10,012,381. He point 
ed out that [mporial statesmen had be- 
come alive to the value of Canada asa home 
for the redundant population of the United 
Kingdom, and that Karl Derby had recent- 
ly declared that the best use to which 
millions of money might be turned was to 
assist emigrants to Canada. Ho referred 
to the fact that the other day it had been 
announced that in one day 3,000 emigrants 
sailed from Liverpool for Canada, a num- 
ber unprecedented in the history of the 
movement of population. As an illustra- 
tion of the importance of the Canada 
Pacific Railway, he pointed to Winnipeg 
and to the other rising towns in the North- 
West. He pictured the results of the 
construction of the road upon the wealth 
added’ to the country, upon the increaaed 
field forthe manufactures of the older 
Provinces, This great result, that could 
not be measured by money, had been pro- 
duced by two great factors, the National 
Policy and the Canada Pacific Railway. 
He turned from this point, after elaborat- 
ing a magnificent answer to Mr. Blake's 
assertion that all the advantages of the 
contract were on one side, to the way in 
which the Goyernment had secured theze 
splendid results, andin doing this he re- 
ferred to the fact that Mr. Mackenzie had 
stated that the whole resources of the 
empire could not, if concentrated on the 
work, complete the construction of the 
Oanadian Pacificin ten years. Yot, in the 
face of this statement, the Government had 
gono to work, and now were able to state 
that December, 1886, would see the work 
completed from end to end, four and 
ahalf years before the time given the 
company in the contract. This they 
had done not on'y without increasing 
the debt of the country, but it was 
accompanied with a reduction of the debt. 
They had done it, too, without scrimpiog 
the work, and in support of the contention 
he read a letter from Mr. Sandford Fiem- 
ing, expressing that great engineer's high 
opinion of the work dope on the road. As 
to the future he gave the following state- 
ment, showing that to meet the expenditure 
of $53,000,000 there were receipts as fol- 
low :—

or equal to a reduction of debt of $7,500, 
000. Lt we have a surplus of about $1,000,- 
000 a year from June 1884 to 1891, say 7 
years, $7,000,000 proceeds of lands seven 
years, $2,000,000, would be $14,000,000 ; 
total, $53,693,251. It would be impossible 
to point out the more distingulshing fea- 
tures of the speech, which, though it ocou- 
pied three and a half hours, was listened 
to by the moat brilliant assemblage in tho 
galleries that has been gathered during the 
present session. Notwithstanding that the 
subject has been disctiésed year by yéar for 
soveral years, and has received au unwonted 
degree of attention from the press of tho 
country, Sir Charles managed to invost it 
with new interest, and as he passed from 
point to point in the development of the 
great central idea of his speech, cheer after 
cheor went up from the House, culminating 
at the close in a great outburat of applause.

A Remarkable Voyage. 


ACROSS THE PACIFIC IN A TWO-TON BOAT. 

Tho London Daily News condenses from 
Antipodean sources tho following interest- 
ing acoount of the voyage made by a fool- 
hardy mariner from San Francisco to 4 
point poar Australia ;— 

Dotails are just to hand of tho oxtraor- 
dinary voyage across the Pacific by an 
Amorioan named Gilfoy. The voyage was 
undertaken as one of pleasure, bot the ad- 
ventures he passed through were not all of 
an agrooable nature. Gilfoy and his little 
craft were fallen in with on the 20th of 
January” by the schooner albert Vittery. 
He was thon 160 miles off Capo Sandy,and 
whon taken from the boat was in a state of 
oxtromo oxtaustion. Hoe kept a log of the 
voyage in which the whole of his experi- 
ende was recorded, It seems that he loft 
San Francisco on the 19th of August last 
yoar with the intention of crossing the Pa- 
citio and reaching Australia, He antici- 
pated that the voyage would occupy some 
tive months; for which period he had pro- 
visioned hia boat, taking with him also 140 
gallons of water. For tho firet weok mat- 
tora wont on vory satisfactorily, but after 
thie calms and headwinds wore oncounter 
od, whioh continued for at least a fortnight.

Progress was mado, so little indeed, that | 
Gilfoy found it noe cosary to shorten 
his allowance of food ; but’ before this he 


was unablo to eat vory much on acoount of 

having no exercise, It was Gilf y's habit 

to sleep three or four hours before day- 

light, but in this he was vory ofton disturb- 

of by tho knocking of fish against his boat. 

Vory . often sharks camo near to the boat, 
and after taking mouthfala of small tish 
would disappear, Gilfoy, howeyer, wag 
vory much afraid of the sharks, and made 
® harpoon from a boat-hook, and with this 
he spoared any that camo within his reach, 

Tho sharks, ho WoVor, s00n became aware of 
the danger in going too near the boat, and 
after this kept a safe distance off. Several 
were struck with the improvised harpoon ; 
but Gilfoy was unable to draw any of them 
near to the boat When, however, he 
went below he found that the sharks ven- 
tured dangerously near his boat, and in 
order to keep them off he had to re nort to 
stratagem. Each time when he retired to 
rest he put his shirt in the placo where he 
was accustomed to sit, and the sharks still 
thinking’ he was there did not venture near. 
On Nov. 10th the brigautine Tropic was 
epoken, aud Gilfoy was enabled to rectify 
his compass, having provieusly been guided 
by dead reckoning. Ho also received from 
the vossel a quantity of fruit. On the 9th 
December ho was sailing along rapidly, when 
his boat was suddenly struck by & wave and 
capsized, and Gilfoy was thrown into the 
water. He managed to get on the bottom 
of the boat, and by great exertions he auc- 
ceooded in righting it, though im mediately 
afterwards it was tarned completely over 
second time. Fortunately he was again 
able to right the craft, but found that most 
of his provisionsand water had beon lost and 
spoiled by the salt water. He was then 1,400 
miles off OapeSandy. It took him 7 days 
to put his vessel in order, and he again re- 
sumed his voyage. Shortly after thisa sword- 
fish struck the boat, causing it to leak very 
much, and it was not observed by Gilfoy 
until the boat was nesrly full of water. By 
the capsizing of the boat Gilfoy lost his 
watch and compass, and he therefore de- 
termined to make for New Caledonia. 
On the 7th January he caught a bird which 
had flown on his boat, and four days later 
he caught a secondone. The bird in this 
instance alighted on the top of the aaven- 
turer's head. Both of them were very 
acceptable for food. On the 14th of Janu- 
ary Gilfoy ate the last of bis provisions, a2 
Ib. tin of preserved meat, which had lasted 
him for a week. On more than:ong oocas- 
ion a flying fish was caught, which was 
eaten without ceremony. Gilfoy was now 
becoming almort rayenous for want of food. 

The 16th of January brought another 
disaster, the rudder of the vessel giving 
way; but this was counteracted to a cer- 
tain extent by a certain contrivance which 
he rigged up. Off Oape Bellonia Island 
another bird was caught, but by this time 
Gilfoy’s hunger was becoming too great for 
him to bear, and as the last resort he took 
the barnacles from the bottom of the boat 
and extracted what he could: from them. 
On the 24th he shot a bird with his - revol- 
ver, but was unable to recover it from the 
water. The next day he was fortunate 
enough to catch another bird, and this did 
him for two meals, He cooked it over a 
few broken matches. Sunday and Monday 
passed without any food and by this time 
being careless which way the vessel steered 
he lay downto sleep. A short time after- 
wards he awoke, and to his surprise he 
saw a vessel a short distance off, and which 
was eVidently making for him. This proved 
to be the Albert Vittery, which rescued him 
and landed him at Maryborough, Australie, 
Gilfoy isa man of 33 years of age. At 
latest accounts he had almost completely 
recovered.

Koes, but deserted by all the leading minds of 
the Opposition, had prepared chargos which 
could not be substantiate 1, and as @ natural 
rerult @ more exduletely neat hast with his 
Owa petard has rarely been seon than that 
Witnessed in the Public Avcounts Committee 
when his resolution oame to be dealt with, 
Thore wore but five of the Opposition present,

Queen's printer produced a copy of the work 
printed by Mr. Foote, ontitled, Militia List 
of the Dominion of Canada, a similar work on

England, As frequent changes are required 
in the monthly publication of officers retiring 
or being promoted or now names being order- 
ed, the Qacen’s printer found that it was ne- 
coasary to Keep the type standing. It was 
not fair to take Mr, Foote’s type and keep it 
month after month for this special purpose 
without paying him forjit. The Qaeen’s print- 
er found that he must either pay sixty cents 
per thousand ems per annum, or must buy 
the type required for the purpose, 
He concluded that by the end of 
thres years he would have paid Mr. Foote 
for the use of his type as muoh as all the type 
required would cost,and would then be minus 
the type.

The America’s Cup. 


PROBABILITY OF A CHALLENGE ON BENALY 
OF TUB NEW SCOTCH YACHT MALJORIE, 


From the New York Herald, 


Un Saturday, April 21,thore was lounch- 
ed from tbe yard of Mossrs, Steelo & O hy 
Greenock on tho Clyde, the now sovonty- 
tonouttor Marjorie, Me..G. L. Wataon, 
of Vanduara fame, furnished the drawings 
for the yacht, and Mr. Jamos Coates, jr., 
the owner, is the gentleman who sent the 
ten-ton cutter Madge to Amerioa in 1881, 
The eyes of American yachtemen, as it is 
well-known, were opened wide with aston- 
ishment at the phonomonal sucocas of the 
little Madye, and her victories shattered 
50 many idols of type long worshipped by 
Americans that better, safer, and doubtless 
faster boats have been the result. Tho 
launching of # cutter three thousand miles 
away would not’be matter of much signiti- 


wore it not expected that the Marjorie was 
purposely built to visit the port of Now 
York for the purposa of competing for 
and capturing, if possible, the America’s 
cup, which has been in the possession of the 
New York Yacht Olub for more than thirty 
yoars. 

“Oaptain R. Duncan,” saysa noted Lon- 
don sporting journal'‘who sailed the Madge 
80 successfully in American waters the sea- 
son before last, and proved to our brethren 
on the other side of the Atlantic most con- 
clusively that they had got behind in yacht 
building, will preside at the Murjorie's rud- 
der, and a crew of Clyde Scotchmen under 
him, Possibly, if the boat is successful, he 
may be allowed to take a trip to New York 
in her and secure what we have tried in 
vain often to do, but failed—viz., bring 
back the cup the Americans took from us 
in 1851. The Marjorie is exactly the same 
size of a boat which, from what he saw 
there in 1881, he sayscan do it, and with 
knowledge of New York waters he would 
have @ great chance indeed of securing it.” 

DESCRIPTION OF THE MARJORIE. 

The Marjorie is 75 feet long and 14 feet 
Ginches wide, She is of composite con- 
struction, her steel framework being plank- 
ed over with American rock elm and teak 
8o as to allow her being coppered—‘‘'a groat 
advantage,” says o report, ‘‘ as steel bot- 
toma, like Vanduara’s cannot be kept from 
fouling, and so in light airs are placed at a 
great disadvautage. Being copper fastened 
she is more than usually strong, and has 
been classed 18 years in the very highest at 
Lloyd’s, a fact which, together with her by 
every means likelihood of apeed, should 
silence those yachting men who are con- 
stantly grumbling about the building of 
racing machines. For the purpose of speed 
the boat has been given an enormous lead 
keel, the largest, indeed, it is said,that has 
ever been cast, aud Messrs. Lapthorne & 
Ratsey, of Cowes, the court milliners to 
the yachting fleet, have cut a suit of canvas 
for her that she will no doubt carry fre- 
quently to victory. Asin Vanduara, the 
bowsprit goes straight out over the stem 
head, so that she will thus make as good use 
of her jib on the one tack, as the other. 
The windlas and other fittings arelight and 
ingenious, everything being designed with 
a viow to assist the crew in the smart hand- 
ling of the vessel. at starts and marks, and 
in shortening and setting canvas. Tho 
staterooms, saloon, and ladies’ cabin are 
large, lofty and airy,the boat having excel- 
lent accommodations fora racing vessel of 
her size, while below the cabin floor there 
is room enough to hold a good sized 20- 
tonner, which, of course will be utilized as 
store and aail rooms, In appearauce the 
Marjorie very much resembles May, the 
40.ton rival of Annasona and Sleuthhound, 
haying the same style of quarters and long 
everhang of counter which characterizo all 
of Watson's byats.” 

ANOTHER WATSON WONDER,’ 

Anothor of the, ‘ wondera’ supplied by 
Watson.this year, and a boat that may also 
cross the Atlantic for the America’s Oup, 
is the cutter Atalanta, Sheis being built 
by Messrs; D. & W. Henderson & Uo., of 
Partick, for Mr. John Olark, the original 
owner of the Vanduara. ‘This vessel,’ 
says 8 London authority, ‘though she will 
not neet the racing fleet till the Meracy 
week, is perhaps the most important vessel 
built this yoar, as there is every reason to 
believe that she will prove by far the 
fastest sailing yacht in the world, foul and 
fair weather all considered. The dimon- 
sions of.the Atalanta are 92 feet 3 inches 
long: by 17 feet 10 inches. wide, giving ao 
tonnage of 125 tons, _She, ia being built 
with mild steel, and, somewhat like the 
Vanduara, has a dished plate for a bottoni, 
into which have been poured fifty’ tons of 
molten lead. In addition to this twenty 
tons will be trimmed,-so that the boat 
should not by any means want for atilfen- 
ing, The greatest novelty in her appear- 
ance is the clipper or schooner bow, which 
is more out away than the Marjorie’s, with 
a view to helping hor in a reach, and thus 
maintaining the advantage which her do- 
signer’s boats invariably manage to secure 
in turning to windward. The accommoda- 
tion which the vessel affords is equal to that 
of a wooden boat of thirty tons larger,thus 
showing the great advantages to be derived 
from steel in yacht building, Oasptain 
Mackie, who sailed the Vanduara so suo- 
cessfully, will have charge of the tiller.’

THE ASPHODEL MURDER. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
Pursuit of the Murderer. 


Che followiog tologram sont from Toter- 
borough to ‘tho morning papors, gives fuller 
partioulare of the murdor in Asphodel : 

Psternono', May 9.—A horrible murder 
was committed at tho Italian camp on the 
Ontario and Quebeo railway this morning bo- 
twoon six and seven o'clock, about soven 
miles trom Norwood, An altercation took 
place betwoen the cook and one of the gang 
about the camp, in which there are about 20 
ltallans, when the former seized a heavy 
sharpened pole, and with one blow drove it 
into the body of his victim in the vicinity cf 
his heart. Ho dropped dead instantly. The 
murderer immediately took to the woods, and 
is as yot at large. Telograma have boon sent 
to Port Bopo, Belleville and other places giy- 
ing a description of the murderer, and efforts 
aro bolog made here to seoure his arrest. Tho 
victim's name is Domenico Ottovina, and the 
murderer's name is Angelo Usrminint. 

Later,—NSearohing parties are scouring the 
country ‘in alldircotions and there is every 
probability that the murderer will be in oue- 
tody before many hours, Coroner Bell and 
P. C, Adams starts for Westwood in the 
morning to hold an inqueat on the boly of the 
victim, which till lies, in the shanty where 
the murdor occurred, 


Imports into Manitoba. 


From a return brought down in the Domin- 
ion Parliament it appears that there were im- 
ported into the Province of Manitoba and 
Northwest Territorios from let July to 3lst 
December, 1882, agrioultaral -imploments 
fo the value of $31,813; carriages, aleighs, 
waggons, otc., $34,405, the whole importation 
being from the United States and paying a 
duty of $31,121. Inthe same period there 
were imported in bontl from’ other Provinces 
of the Dominion agricultural implements, 
carrisgor, etc., to the value of $410,403, The 
amount comprises slelghs, $123,856 ; agrical- 
tural imploments, $164,712; waggons, $54,- 
224. Inthe fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1882, the value of agrioultural implements and 
oarrisges shipped to Manitoba from other 
provinces was $755,885. 


Life Assurance Companies. 


THE BUSINESS DONE BY THEM 
LAST YEAR, 


A return brought down in the Houso of 
Commons shows that the total amount of 
premiums. received by life assurance com- 
panies in Canada inthe year 1882 was 
$3,544,605, against $3,094,689 in the 
preceding year, an increase of $449,916, 
The net amount of life policies in force in 
Canada on 3lat December last was $115,- 
088,078, against $103,290,932 for 1881, an 
increase of $11,797,146, The amount of 
death claims ‘paid during the year was 
$1,277,676, against $1,389,201 in 1881, 
& decreaso of $111,525. The amount of 
promiums received by accident insurance 
oumpanics in Canada last year was$102,079, 
Tho amount of policies in force was $18,- 
620,187, aud the claims paid during the 
year were $37,801. There was but one 
claim, of $5,000, resisted. -The life inaur-

LIVES LOST, 


Jersey Crry, May 10,—There are 38 tanks 
in all, The decks of several tank boats, and 
100 feet of the trestle work are also burned, 
The firemen hastened to the scene but could 
do little, Several persons narrowly escaped 
injury. The people living in the vicinity are 
moving ont of their houses, Danger to ship. 
ping ia anticlpted, Thus far 500,000 bbla of 
cil have been destroyed, 

Later.—The works aro tho most extensive 
in tho country. About half the property is 
now destroyed, Ono of the large tanks first 
struck and exploded by lightning, the burning 
oil poured out of like an angry river and flowed 
down the avenues between the rows of onor- 
mous tanks Soon the flames communicated 
to three hugo tanks, and they exploded 
simultancously with terrific foroe; fragments 
of iron were hurled half 4 wile, and borning 
oil eoattered in all directions, The storehouse, 
engine house, oil and water pump houses, the 
sunken tanks and machine shop, socom suc- 
cumbed. Tho whole eastern side of the works 
is a soothing mass of flames,

THE PUBLIC EXPENDITURE. 


The Montreal Gazette makes the follow- 
ing test of comparative expenditures under 
the late and the present Ministry, which is 
afforded by the following statement of 
ordinary expenditures, exclusive of the 
census and Indian grants, items ol an ©x- 
ceptional character and beyond Govern- 
ment control :—

It thus appears that the Liberals exponded 
inthe first three years of their adminietra- 
tion of .public affairs on controllsble 
branches of the service $4,600,000 more 
"hin the Conservatives have expended on 
the same sources during the past three 
years, showing s saving under the presont 
Government of a million and a half dollars 
annually.in controllable expenditure. But 
let us take the year by which alone the 
Liberals desire to be judged, that of 1878, 
and see how the expenditure compares 
with the expenditure ot 1882. Omitting 
again the items of census and Indian grants, 
we find the controllable expenditure in 1878 
to have been $6,119,954, aud in 1882 
$6,857,376, an augmentation in the lat- 
ter period of $737,422. Of that increase 
$424,846 was in Public Works, $72,370 mn 
Immizration, $154,675 in Militia, and 
$34,000 in the Mounted Police,and deduct- 
ing these, the net increase in the controll. 
able expenditure since 1878, the year in 
which the Liberals starved every branch of 
the service, is shown to have been only 
$51,530. Was the expenditure upon Public 
Works, Immigration and the Militia 
excessive in 18827 Let this statement fur- 
nish the answer :— :

We have taken for the purpose of these 
compatisona the figures as they appear in 
the Public Accounts, and they establish 
conclusively the exercise of a rigid econgmy 
ip the managemont of the public service by 
the present Government, but we lay no 
ial stress on that economy in so far as 
itis exhibited by the mere aggregate of 
expenditure. » This country is iu the stayes 
ofrapid devélopment. We ore, in, tuct, 
working out the problem of the permanence 
ofthe Dominion in its relation to the 
Béitish Crown, To thatend the settle 
ment of the Northwest, the construction of 
the Pacifig Railway, and the creation and 
firm establishment of wvery manufacturing 
industry which. can be successfully 
conducted in the country, is absolutely 
necessary, In that work of development 
the~Governmont is required to lead the 
way by granting such public aid as will 
ensure the completion of a national hivh- 
way from the Atlantic to the Pacifico, turn 
the tide of emigration to the Northwest, 
and encourage the investment of capital in 
industrial enterprises. This obligation on 
the Government entails considerable expeu- 
diture of money, the steady march of popu- 
lation to the Northwest has the samo result 
and it is inevitable, no matter which party 
may control affaird eolong as it fulfils its 
duty, that the aggregate of expenditure will 
increase from year to year. But the aug- 
mented outlay inyolves no addition to the 
taxation. Every inimigrant who enters the 
country contributes in a single year more to 
the revenue than the Government exponds 
in inducing him to make his home here, 
Every new dollar of outlay on the Custom 
service, the Poat Office, the mavsgement of 
the Public Works is repaid at once by the 
development of these branches, Taxation

THE NEW RAILROAD ARRANGEMENTS BETWREN 
THE DOMINION AND BRITISH COLUMBIA, 


Vicroris, B. C., May 10.—The result of 
the negotiations with the Dominion Govern 
ment, Iaid before the House yoaterday,ia that 
thé Provinoial Government haye agreed to 
convey 3,000,000 acres of land on the Main- 
land Island Railway belt tothe Dominion 
Goverment.

This morn{ng, coming by the. park, I 
noticed that all the treo:top: were fillod with 
music, » It is only the yoloo of man that halt« 
in the etirm, ‘Too time of the. singing of 
birdiis come,” Christ was in fall pathy 
with fhe natural world. He preased a lily in 
one of his sermons, You hear the echo of a 
bird’s yoice in one of His paragraphs. After a 
hot day in Jerusalem, he went out to spend 
the evening at a merchant’s country seat that 
ho might be surrounded by beautiful natural 
object#. The book of nature ia as cortainly 
{napired aa,the book of Rovelation, For years 
I have wanted to preach a sermon on the 
springtime, but it is #o difficult to tell jast 
when the spring boginsa and when the spring 
closes, and sometimes whea I have desired to 
speak upon this subject I have awakened on 
Sabbath morning and found the grouod cov- 
ered with the froate, and thea I have adjour- 
ned and adjourned the theme, This spring 
time I have seon Louisiana and Canada, the 
one covered with roses, and in the other I was 
Struck with a hail storm, But the almanac 
says that two-thirds of the season have al- 
ready gone, | And when shall we golébrate the 
fact that “the time of the singing of the birds 
is come?’

Now Ff 
ssy, if thiw world, nothwithstanding all the 
curse of thousands of yosrs, is so beautifal, 
what muet bo that land towards which we go, 
that lacd from which all sorrow and sighing 
and sin and curso is banished, and even sua 
and moon, a4 too common, because the Lamb 
is the light thereof. I would not want to take 
the responsibility of saying thatin addition to 
the spiritual excellence of heaven there shall 
not bo alsoa physical and material beauty, 
The Rose of Sharon, onco trampled down by 
horsehoofa of crucifying soldiers, there bloom- 
ing in heaven, The humble lily transplanted 
from the valleys of earth to the heights of 
Lebanen. The hawthorn, white and scarlet, 
reminding the beholder of bis innoconce and 
the blood which made him #0, The pavsion 
flower, blooming inthis cold world a day, 
there, in the most tomperate zone, blooming 
through tho long years of God’s lifetimo. A 
river flowing over beds of precious stonés aud 
riches, noteuch as go dowo with wicked 
argosies, but sach as he aloce could shrew who 
hatb sown the mountains with diamond aud 
the eca with pearl. Birds, with wiog never 
torn of :portemen or tempest, dipping the 
surface as you wander to its source and catoh 
tho crystal otream where it drips fresh from 
the overiasting rock. Such luxuriance sball 
kiss the pleased vivion and fill the sir with 
winged aroms, and the saints of God wander- 
ing among them may look BP through the 
branches of the tree of life,and listen and find 
that ‘the time of tho singing of birds is come,’ 
How it adde to our joy when we have [riends 
with us while we are listening to some sweet 
sound or gaziug upon some beantifal obj.ot, 
and how our rapture will be enkindlod as with 
our hand in Christ’a we shall walk up and 
dowa amntd the things which eye hath not 
seen nor esr heard. The tamanezs of earth ox- 
changed for the yellow of jayper and the blue 
of sapphire, and the green of emerald and the 
tire of jacinth. 


UOsce more, this soone of the text, this 
season of the bird anthem, suggests to me the 
importsnoe of learning how to siog. In u 
little while there’ willbe no pause in the 
melody of the woods, for ‘‘the time of the 
eioging of birds is come,” Whether it be 4 
warble, or a chant, or acarol, or a chirp, or 
a orcak, God will bo praised by it, as the 
songeters of the forest, olutching a leaf as 
though the notes were on it, send forth their 
joy, snswered by a score of applauding echoes. 
Shall not we, more intelligent appreciators, 
siog? I tell you, my friends, ivis. as much 
our duty to sing as it is to pray. Lot parents 
educate their children inthis art, this note 
science. Let Sabbath echoola resound wit 
it. Let the charches of Jesus Christ be faith- 
ful in this department of worship, and let the 
word of Christ dwell in you richlyin all 
wisdom, teaching and admonishing ono another 
in psalms and hymno and spiritual songs, 
singing with gracoia your heart unto tho 
Lord, My brethren, we have so much to 
siog about, how csn we bo silent? 1 have 
noticed that sailors going out of port have a 
sadness in thoir song; L have noticed that 
sailors mid Atlantic have a weariness in their 
song ; but I have noticed that when sailora 
aro coming intb port they have an ecstacy in 
their song. To many of us coming nearer and 
nearer tothe haven of everlasting rest, shall 
we not be jabilant in our musio? O! the 
importanoo cf this exorcise. If this part of 
the service In church be dull everything ruos 
down to the same temperature, Dall songe 
and dull sermons are twia brothore, Ino this 
part of the services, do not act as though you 
were mumbling a mates, ‘Tako tho minstrelay 
of the woods and sing out, All the youog 
whose pulses bound with -bédlth—lot the 
house of God be fillod with your praise, All 
those business men—lot them drown their 
cares and the chink of dollars ina song of 
praise, ~Yo aged ones, #0 near tho song of 
Moses and tho-Lamb, better bo getting ready 
for the music. -O! say# come one, “there is 
no musiv in my “ar, there is no muric in my 
voice, and therefore I am ailont.” Did you 
ovor hosr a quail, after putting hoad andor 
wing, say, ‘I can’t ting becauso Tam nob a 
lark, and I am not a nightingale ; at tho beat, 
Ican only whistle?’ Ah! my friends, the 
world may laugh at you but God will not 
laugh at you, aod the most trémulous tono of 
the humbless Christian will be moro mosical 
av it reaches heaven than the most artistic 
display of elaborated opera, Come now, each 
ono for himself, and each one for all, ono 
beart and ono voice, lot our songs on the 
Sabbath day bo like an acclamation of vio- 
tory. Our songs on oarth are only Saturday 
night rebosraals for the songs of tho Sabbath 
morning which shall dawn on the hills and 
tho oryatals of Heavon. And matk you! if 
tho rong hore ia co awoot, what will be the 
anthom of hoaven whon all the redeemed 
break forthinto music? In this world it ta 
nometimoa Very diffioult to sing; tbo volce is 
mvtllod with the colds, or the hoart is de- 
pressed with somo frosh sorrow, aod it is hard 
to sing ; but when we aro all froe, what on 
anthom! Who aro those singing ones boforo 
tho throne ? Well thore are many littlo child- 
rop. Thoy came up from homes of oarth, from 
tho Sabbath schools of oarth. Thoy came up, 
somofrom the banke cf tho Ganges whore 
thoy wore offered in sacrifice. Now Jeb them 
sinv—' on thousand times ten thougand child- 
ron bofore the throne of God, let thom sing. 
And these were sgod. They struggled all 
through a long life,but thoy havo got through 
tho wilderness and got to the Promised Land. 
Why not let thom sing now before the throne!

NON, MA. Pore's REPLY TO MK. BLAKE, 

The following is the speech of the Minis 
ter of Agriculture in reply in Mr, Blake,on 
tho subject ofthe rates on the Canadian 
Pacilic Railway ;— 

Mn. Pore —1 am not eoing, Mr. Speak er, 
to make a speech, but before the House 
rises I desiro to point out some of the mis 
takes which the hon. gentloman has nado, 
and purposely made, as the 1 sper from 
which he obiained tho figures he did give 
contained also the oorrection, and after 
having done that I shall move that the 
House adjourn. Thehon, gontloman do- 
clared in effsct that he came before tho 
House ss a superior man, and as such, 
would discuss the question, He had hardly 
entered on his task before he dealt with the 
subject in the most extrome manuer. With 
respect to his quotations from the Canad- 
alan Pacific Railway tariff, 1 wish to show 
his disingenuousness, that he did not point 
out matters in the tariff, except ina way 
that must be misleading, and which he 
know was misleading. 

Some hon, members—Order, 

Mk, Pore—lssy the hon. gentleman 
knew, because he had the facts under his 
hand, andI am not out of order. What 
did the hon. gentleman say? Quaoting 
from the Canadian Pacific Railway tariff, 
he said that merchandise of the firat class 
was 80 cents per hundred pounds, while on 
the Union Pacific it -as 57 cents, the dis- 
tance being 200 miles, With respect to 
tho rates for 400 miles he said nothing,and 
regarding those for 600 miles he said noth- 
ing. Ifhehad told the House that. they 
wero $1.97 on the Canadian Pacilic Rail- 
way, and $2.47 on the Union Pacific for the 
latter distance, he would have told the 
House the truth and dealt with the question 
in a fair manner. : 

Mr. Blake—I had not the rates of the 
Union Pacific over 200 miles. 

Mr.. Pope—Then I wish to inform the 
hon, gentleman that the paper which con- 
tained the Uyures which he did give contains 
the information, and yet, in view of that 
fact, he has led the House astray. In regard 
to second class goods, the rate of the 
Canadian Pacitc Railway was 67 cents, n= 
against 60 cents on the Union Pacilic, Lf 
he had taken 400 miles he would have 
found the rate $1.35 on the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway and $2.13 on the Union Pacifio, 
and he would therefore have given the 
House some idea what the tariffs really are. 
If the hon. gentleman knows anything 
about railways, ho would be aware that 
almoat all the good are classed as third and 
fourth class, and that the rate on firft class 
is of little importance, because the great 
bulk of the goods belongs to the third and 
fourth classes. On the third class, he in- 
formed us, the rate is 54 eentaon the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and 51 conts on 
the Union Pacific for 200 miles. If he had 
taken 600 miles, he would have found the 
rate $108 on the Canadian Pacific and 
$1.91 on the Union Pacific. Now sir, I only 
desire things to be understood. I[ think it 
well, after what has been placed before the 
House, to-night,that this matter should not 
be left as the hon. gentleman left it. Now 
we come to the fourth class, which is the 
most important. The hon, gentleman did 
not quote these rates, and why? Just for 
the reason that for tourth class goods for 
200 miles, the rate on the Canadian Pacitic 
is 40 cents and 46 centson the Union 
Pacific. Then, sir, why did he not take the 
rates for 600 miles? Ifhe had taken 600 
miles, he would have found that the rate on 
the Canadian Pacific is 86 cents and $1 59 
on the Union Pacific. He quoted a little fur- 
ther. He said the rate for graiu was 24 coute 
for 200 miles on the Canadian Pacific ; but 
against 24 cents, it is 46 cents on the Union 
Pacific for 200 miles ; and the rete of 42 
oénts on the Uanadian Pacific for 600 miles 
is $1.49 on the Union Pacific. Now, if he 
had taken flour, he would have found, 
that while the rate is 48 cents for 200 
miles on the Canndian Pacifico, it is 92 
cents for 200 mileson the Union Pacific; 
and while 84 cents is charged for 600 miles 
on the Canadian Pacifio, $3.18 is charged 
on the Union Pacific. This, sir, would 
have given a better idea of the true state 
of matters to the House; The rate for salt 
and Jime is 66 cents onthe Canadian Pa- 
ciho for 200 miles and 7Q cents on the 
Union Pacific, and $1.29 for 600 miiles on 
the Canadian Pacific and $2.45 on the 
Union Pacific. If we take lumber, shing- 
les, &c., what the hon, gentleman mon- 
tioned, we find that $37 a oar for 200 miles 
is charged on the Canadian Pacific and $36 
on the Union Pacific, while $73 is charged 
for 600 miles on the Canadian Pacific and 
$118 is charged on the Union Pacifico. If 
he had taken live stock, he would find that 
$60 a car is charged on the Oanadian Pac'tic 
for 200 miles and $55 on the Union Pacific, 
$124 a car being charged on the Oanadian 
Pacific for 600 mileaand $180 on the 
Union Pacihe. In the case of immigrants’ 
effects, the QOanadiap Pacific rate is im- 
mensely lowe, the figures being 90 cents 
against the Union Paolfio; and 80, air, itis 
to the end. My hon. friend the Minister 
of Railways explained when he rose that if 
you take short distances you would find,’ 
perhaps, the rates a little heavier; but, 
anid the hon, gentleman (Mr. Blake), ‘* we 
did not findthis tobe the case on the 
Pembina’ Branch.” And why! There 
were no long distances on the road. My 
hon. friend the Minister of Railways,whon 
he addressed the House to-night, said that 
they intended encouraging trade and to 
assist mon who had gone along way into 
the country, by giving them choaper pro- 
portionate rates ; and he (Mr. Blake) atat- 
ed that this was all right. WhatI com- 
plain of, and am desirous of reminding you 
and setting right before the House—if 
possible before the country—is the com- 
parison which the hon. gentleman made 
between the ratos on the Union Pacific and 
Canadian Pacific, I might have carried 
my comparisons still furthor, but I do not 
wish to detain the House at this late hour. 
But a further comparison would havo 
proved the hon, gontleman to bo still more 
dooply in the wrong.

Atberica Act (1867) the ontiro control of 
both Customs and Exclso was made ovor to 
the Dominion Parliament, and that conae- 
quently itis desirable no treaty of commerce 
should bé made by the Imperial Govorn- 
mont whereby the freedom of action of the 
Dominion Parliament is restrained. Under 
several treatios made since the passing of 
the above mentioned Act, stipulations haye 
been introdaced affucting the coloules gouer- 
ally, and, consequently, interfering with the 
froo action of the Canadian Parliament.” 
Sic Alexander Galt went ou to say that 
thero were certain treaties from the opers- 
tion of which the Government of Oanada 
desired to be freed, and to express the hope 
that in fature no stipulations, ‘binding on 
the commerce of Canada shall be introduc- 
ed into any treaty without reserving to the 
Dominion the option of acceptance or re- 
fasal ;"’ and he expressed the hope “that in 
the future negotiations of commercial trea- 
tios, the High Commissioner for Canada 
for the time being, shall as much as practi- 
cable be associated with the British negoti- 
ator.” He went a step beyond this. 
expressing a desire that where negotiations 
betweeu groat Britain and a foreign country 
are delayed, ¢eparato negotiations may be 
entered upon on bebalf of Canada. In such 
case, ‘‘Her Majesty’s Government will be 
requested to aid the High Commissioner in 
the attempt to effect the same, and for 
that purpose be asked to specially accredit 
him to the Government of such foreign 
couutry in order thathe may act with the 
Imperial Ambassador or Minister.” The 
Osnadian Government asked ‘‘to be inform- 
ed of the inception of any treaty negotiations 
with foreign countries with the view of 
permitting them to submit such suggestions 
connected with the trade of the Dominion 
48 may appear desirable.” 

All these points were promptly conceded, 
Seventeen days after the date of Sir Alex. 
Galt’s letter,Sir Charles Dilko, under direc 
tion of Earl Granville, wrote, in reply; 
**T am to request that you will state to the 
Earl of Kimberley, that the wishes of the 
Government of Canada as made known in 
that letter, shall be duly attended to in 
future commercial negotiations.” This 
result ia what we had anticipated from a 
like application ; and itis one which will 
be receiyed with general satisfaction in 
Oanada.” 

Sir Charles Dilke added that if there 
wero any treaties from which COsnada 
desired to bo relieved, Earl Grenville would 
consider what steps could be taken to meet 
the views of our Government. To this 
question a réply has been sent naming 
treaties with Germany, Belgium,and Servis, 
from certain provisions of which our Goy- 
ernment desires to be released. -The right 
to be included or excluded from British 
treaties with foreign Governments has al- 
ready been exercised, Inaotreaty with 
Morocco, Canada has, at her request, been 
included ; from treaties with uador and 
Montenegro she has, in like manner, been 
excluded. Due uotice will be given to our 
Government whenever renéwed negotia- 
tions with France are ready to be made. 

These aro priviloges which have never 
before been conceded toa country which 
occupies. the position of a colony, The 
concession marks another step inthe pro- 
cess of change from the colonial condition 
to that of a friendly ally.

THE BOUNDARY DISPUTE, 


Mr. Mowat, having discovered by the 
election returns*that a majority of the poo- 
ple voted against bis Government at the 
late election, thoroby declaring againat his 
policy of stubbornly refusing to anbmit the 
boundary question to the only competent 
tribunal, has taken o roundabout way vf 
seouring a decision. . With thia end ip view 
bo has ordered ‘the svizuce of an immende 
quantity of timber which had been ont 10 
the ‘isputed territory for the Paull, Rail- 
way Uompany, Always slow to move, ®\ d 
reckless and careless of right whon ho takes 
action—witness the Queen’s Ovuueel ep- 
pointments, the seizure of the Mercer \ 8- 
tate, the alterations in the Uourts, acd tho 
illegal assumption of the power to control 
the liquor traffic Mr, Mowat would seom 
to have been equally unfortunate in his 
attempt to settle the boundary question by 
a method of his own invention, for, as the 
Peterborough Review points out, ‘* his pre- 
sent violent proceedings will, of course, be 
contested through court after court, till the 
highest tribunal of the realm is reached. 
Though:an suthoritative and final decision 
will no doubt be obtained as to whether the 
immediate locality in question belongs to 
the Province or to the Dominion, it is most 
probable that the Privy Oounoil, with its 
usual refusal to travel outside the point at 
issue, will give no opinion as to the boundary 
generally. 1t would thus require an infinity 
of stich cases to settle the whole question.” 

Itis to be hoped that Mr. Mowat may 
be prevented from carrying out his sense 
leas idea, which can only obstruct the 
progress of the Pacific Railway without 
being of any practical benefit to the Pro- 
vince. We look hopefully to the result of 
the forthcoming election trials and the 
subsequent by-elections for a means of 
relieving the Province of the incubus of the 
Mowat Government and the Mowat policy 
of a long and uselosa battle in the courts 
over a question which can be settled only 
by direct reference to the Privy Oouncil.

Since the Governor-Gonoral ancouncod tho 
nooosalty for legisla fon by tho D minion Par- 
liament to provent tho unresteained sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, thero bas paturally been 
considorable interest and anxiety to know what 
measures of a restrictive obaracter would bo 
proposed by the Government, An is woll 
knowao.a Committes of soventeen was ap- 
pointed by tho Houre of Commons out of 
whom ono from cach Provizce was solocted 
to form a Sab-Committes, The Dominion 
Alliavoo avits annval moeting held in Ottawa 
in February drafted a vorios of propositions 
that in its jadgmont should be incorporated 
in tho proposed Bill, and a most important 
petition slgool by the Roman Catholic Bishops 
and reprorentatives of cthor denominations 
in this Province supporting io the main tho te- 
commendations of the Alliance was presented 
to Parlismont. An examination of tho several 
Provincial liconse Jawa mado itoloar that al- 
moat ovorytbivg that had boon asked for was 
alroady law in at least one of the Prov'nces, 
and that what was needed waa a osrefal com- 
plilation of existing laws with a view to 
incorporating tho best foatures of dach In a 
gencral law for tho Dominiob, Tho sub- 
Committes appears to have done its work well, 
and the following outline of the propositions, 
with reference to the Provincial laws in 
which they may severally be found, will be of 

nt reat :— 

1, A Board of License Commissioners, 
whioh is provided for by the laws of Ontario 
and Manitoba and Qa beo as far as ooncerns 
the citioa of Montreal and Quebeo, The sub- 
committes suggeata Board composed of the 
mayor of a city or wardin of a county, acd 
county jadge, with a person appointed by the 
Dominion Government (Superior Oourt 
jadge) tu the province of Quebec. 

2, Limitation of number of liconses acoord- 
ing to population, This has been dono for 
some yeersin Ontario by the Crooks Act, 
which, in thie respect, it is proposed to extend 
to the D minion. 

3. Sepsration of liquor traffio from groceries. 
Tho sub committee finds precedent for this in 
the law of the Province of Now Brunswick. 
This ia by far the most important feature of 
the propored bill. 

4, Requiring applicants to farnisha certifi- 
cate signed by one-fourth of the votera in a 
given district. 

This does not appear to be an exact copy of 
any provincial law. The Quebeo law requires 
25 signatures. The Nova Scotia law requires 
the alguatures of two-thirds outside of Halifax, 
and s msjority within the city, The British 
Columbia law requires the signature of two- 
thirds in any town, village or settlement. 

5. A veto power. Tho sub committee pro- 
poses to allow a majority to prevent by peti- 
tion the granting of a license, as is now the 
law in Montreal. Ao effort was made adopt 
the New Brunswick veto law, which allows a 
muajority resident in any parish or municipal- 
ity by petition to prevent tho granting of any 
licence, bat the sub-committee only allowed 
this for the Province of Quebeo, 

6, Prohibition of the sale of intoxicating 
liquora on Sunday, Every Provinoe except 
British Columbia has a Sunday closing law, 
The Ontarlo law on this point is the most 
thorough, namely, prohibition from seven 
o'clock Saturday night to six o’clcck Mondsy 
morning, is selected by the sub-committee as 
moat auitable for the Dominion, 

Taero are also a number of other points, 
such as the enforcoment of law. Muoh that is 
valuable io reference to ‘‘Otlicers to onforce 
the Law,” ‘* Prosecution’s Evidence,” will be 
found in the Ontario law. There js an impor- 
tant provision as to the duties of constables 
in the New Brunswick law, as well as some 
clauses in the Noya Scotia law, in reference 
to de»trnotion and confiscation, and a remark- 
ablo clause in tho samo law preventing a con- 
yioted liquor seller from appealing unless he 
swoars that ho did not sell intoxicating liquors 
in contravention of the law. All of the above 
named laws should be consulted, and some- 
thing strong and effective enacted. The Gov- 
ernment should certainly take steps to pre- 
vent the illicit sale of liquor, 

Among other things deserving attention are 
probibiting granting of Moenses to justices of 
the peace and coroners, as in Now Brunswick 


aod Nova Scotia; prohibition of the sale af 


liquor to intoxicated « persons, asin Quebeo, 
New Brunswick and Noya Scotia ; to minors 
andor 16, as in Quebeo and Nova Scotia. 

Dominion Law should limit the hours dar. 
ing which liquors oan be sold to lodgéra on 
Sundsy*, should clozo every placo where 
ie sold ia Canada’ at 10 p, m. every 
night, eud oa every day on which an election 
of eny kind ia held.

Tho report of the Parliauwentary Oommit. 
too on Inter Provincial Trado is so Valushle 
an! interesting that wo givo it in fall ay {ol- 
lows :— 

“ The Soloct Committee appoiuted to take 
into consideration an’ roport how Inter-Pro- 
vincial ‘l'rado may bs bost protnoted, the oarn- 
ings And erlargod'traflic of ‘the In’ ercolonial 
Railway be furthor incroam.d by products from 
Ontario and Quebec, Kast to the Maritime 
Provinces and NowfouadlanJ and by. return- 
ing freight, beg leave to submit the following 
as thoir report: 

The Committees have had before them por- 
sons from vacious parts of the Dominion uonu- 
versant with the trado carriod on betwoen tho 


|< { the House, 


several Provinces of Ontario, Queboo, Now 
Branswiok, Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Iglaad, and have oxaminud them touching the 
growth of that trado since the Union of the 
Vrovinoes in 1867, its presont position, the op- 
portunities for ite enlargement, andthe oon- 
ditions under which its mach groator develop. 
mont may fairly bo antiolpated, 

Choy are gratified in being able to atate that 
upon all tho.o polote, the evidence giyen ap 
pears to thom to be {mportant and onoourag- 
log. 

For example it is shown that while,ia 1866, 
goods to the value of $1,200,000 only were 
imported into the Maritime Proyloces from 
Canada, in 1882 their importations from” the 
Uppor Provinoes had risen to $22,000,000, and 
although the volume of trade had been largely 
from the West to the East, yot it tound that 
the importation of ooal from Nova Sootia into 
Quoeboo has, within a low years pas, greatly 
inoreaved, and tho trade in herriogs and ood 
fish from Capo Breton aud Nova Scotia has, 
in the language of ono of tho witacssca, 
*‘developed to very Jatge proportions,” “Ia. 
ter-Provincial Trade,” ho says, “is growing 
daily, and the feeling between the Provinces 
is vory much better than it was some years 
ago.” : 

Anothor states : ‘* As far West as Montreal 
a very considerable tradw is already done in 
fish and in oils, and in West India gosde and 
coal,” It is, however, felt that this trade has, 
by no means, reached its just proportions, aod 
that much may bo effected in tho way of re- 
moying impediments and oxtending its vol« 
ume, 

The witncases concur that the facilities are 
not at prie nt what thoy ought to be The 
railway accomm dation for traffio, it is alleged, 
is not adequate tothe demand upon is. Tre 
merochante aod o'hera axamined ptate that 
the Grsnd Truck Kallway cannot do tho 
business, One yentloman, it will be seen, 
Btatea: ‘We bave freigbt now out about two 
months [rom Loudon to Quebeo, of which we 
cannot get any tidinys, and there was also 
quite a large quantity ont fora month before 
Lleft home, ‘This kaa been the osse all win- 
ter. We have now ono castomer in the town 
of Chatham to whom we sbip a goed desl,and 
to whom we recently shipped five car loads, 
and this ebipment has failed to reach him, 
although it bat been on the road somewhere 
for six weeks.” 

Another ways: '* We in Toronto are from 
800 to 1,300 miles from Halifax, and in the 
winter season, more especisliy this winter, we 
have found that the delays have been véry 
anpoyiog, end it has taken as long as six 
weeks tu get our shipments through to their 
destinaticr, ‘This is one of the great obstacles 
to tho trade, and in the summer it frequently 
takes thirteen days and sometimes it is done 
in ten dayr.”’ 

Again; ‘‘ You have no idea of the aonoy- 
ances we are subject to, We have excep- 
tionally great difficulty in keeping this trade 
live. Reosntly there were 136 cars of freight 
in one yard awaiting transfer. The Grand 
Trank is not at fault, because all its rolling 
atock was smploved to its fullest extent.” 

Another refers to « recent blook of coal cara 
at the Chaudiere Junction, to overcome which 
the Iutercolonial Railway authorities offered 
to send ont their own locomotives, if the 
Grand Trunk would let them haul the oval 
over the road to Montreal snd get their cars 
back; and the sdme gentleman speaks of a 
letter from a Chicago correspondent, eaying 
that he had been obliged to discontinue the 
fish trade from Halifax, as some cf the freight 
had been forty days in transit from Halifox 
to Chicago: oes #4 

To meet theso difficulties the chief practical 
suggestions which havo been submitted to 
your Committee beyond the inorease of rail- 
why dcoommodation by through competing 
lines—whioh must of nevessity be «a mattor of 
considoiable time—aro the putting on imme- 
diately of a live of propellers to connect the 
wosternmost parts of Lake Ontario with tho 
Interooldnial Railway at Point Levis, and the 
deopéniog, as speedily as’ possible, of the St. 
Lawrence Canals to a uniform depth with the 
Welland Canal. 


+, 16 is claimed that not only would a line ot 


propéllers, regularly rdn im connection with 
the Intercolonial Railway, afford the requisite 
relief to, traffic, but that it would effect such 
a reduotion in the rate of freight as to divert 
into our own channels a large amount that 
goes from Ontarlo by way ofthe United States, 
and to euable the-coal of Nova Scotia to’ be 
placed in tho cities and towns of Ontario at 
as low a price as that at which oan bo import- 
ed from the neighboring Republic ; while the 
other produots of ‘the Lower Provinces would 


|| alvo thug reach the markets of the Upper in 


much greater quantities than they now do. 
It is, howeyer, alleged, that with the control 
which the railway’system is ablo to exert, no 
line of propellers could’ be established without 
a guarantee of freights for each trip to a upo- 
cified amount, or a subsidy granted by Gov- 
eromett, though itis though’ that once fairiy 
established, thoy Would continue in after ycars 
without it. The better opinion seems to be 
that $10,000 for six months for each boat put 
on would be required, though some sosert that 
an efficient line of from three to four boats 
oould Bé secured for from $25,000 to $30,000. 

With regard to the deepening of the canals, 
it is atrongly contended that this js indiepep - 
able for the proper development of the Inter 
Provincial trade. A gontleman from Ontario, 
of large exporionoe, affirms: ‘‘that the most 
direct meave of increasing the trade with the 
Lower Provinces would bo the enlargement of 
the St. Lawrenco Canals, at tho earliost possi- 
ble period,t» a uniform azo with the Wellaod 
Canal, in size of lock and depth of water, #o 
that largo veasols could pass through them. 
Vesuols carrying large cargoes would bayu » 
tendency tocheapen the rates of freight. 
Thoy capld go to the Lower Provinces, dis- 
ohargo their cargoes, and take in return oar- 
goes of coal and carry it upat alow rate of 
froight, say $1 to $1.26 por ton, They could 
also take fish and what other gooda they 
vould gots Io this way eoal conld be pro- 
bably laid down in Western Ontartlo at a loss 
oat thao the American coal,and it would con- 
aq adntly go largely into consumption through- 
ont-Ontario,’ 

Anothor residont in Capo Broton,!ntoreatod 
in ita mining entorprisos, declares: ‘ Wore tho 
ogual enlatgomont completed wo could boid 
overa million tons of: cosl into Ontario, 
Once onlarged the grain trade must flow to 
Montreal, our coal to the Woat, froight will 
be roduoed, and Canada will supply hor own 
demands,’

Ciuatswonrit, May 14.—On Saturday ovon- 
iog last a murdor of unusually b-utal charac- 
tor was committe about a milo and a half 
east of tho village of Williameford, a station 
on the lise of Toronto, Grey & Bruce railway, 
in the townalip of Holland, 

It appears that about four o’clook a farmer 
namod George Lambort, about filty years of 
age, came into his house for supper,and while 
{n the act of washing his ‘hands was shot 
through tho back by hia eon Joseph a young 
man aged about twenty, of eccentric habits 
but not heretofore looked on as dangerous, 
Tho shot was fired through a stovepipe hole 
from upstairs. The old man staggered back. 
warda and fell on th» floor, when his wife ran 
to his assistance, but was unable to get him 
to his foot. 

Tho murderer was loading his gun fora 
second shot, when his mother ran upstairs and 
implored him to desist On his threatening to 
shoot her next, she rushed down stairs, and 
while in theact of doing 40 the second shot 
was fired, takiog effsctin ths dying man’s 
head and killing him outright, 

_The murderer then losded his gun a third 
time, came down stairs, took the murdered 
man by the boot leg and dragged him about 
forty yards to tho foot of the garden, where 
he began to preparea grave, He got some 
lumber which he commenced to measure and 
saw up fora ooffin, By thia time fifteen or 
twenty of the neighbors, who wore alarmed 
by the mother, had congregated, but were 
anablo to do anything,ss the murderer threat- 
see to shoot the firat man who approached 
him, 

A warrant was got out for his arrest, bat it 
was not considered advisable > enforce it 
uotil some device for the eapture of the mur- 
derer could be hit upon. At leogth a man 
named Banly, uoder pretence of rendering 
the marderer assistance, sucoesded in getting 
beside him, when he took him by the legs and 
threw bim to the grvund, after which he was 
bandouffed and taken to the village. He ssys 
in committing the murder he was carrying out 
his fathor’s instructions. 

It iseaid thatho wished to gettho farm, 
and thatthe fact of his being kept ont of it 
engendered the feelings which prompted him 
to commit the murderous act 

A ooroner’s inquest was hold this afternoon 
ond a verdiss of wilfal murder returned. The 
murderer was taken to Owon Souad, where 
he will he detsind till his trial comes on.

duction over the whole country of a frao- 
tlon overten bushels tothe acres, In 
1881 the total yield was 30,476,302 bushels 
of wheat, ur an average of thirteen and a 
half bushels to the dcro, a’ larger yield by 
nearly one-third than that of 1871.

The Decline of the Red Man 

Winnirea, May 14 —Tho_ statistios. fur- 
nished by the acting commissioner show 
the mortality among the Northweatern 
Indians to be so great that if it continues 
the tribes will be extinot In leas than forty 
years. The average annual mortality is 
about 15 por cent, while the growth is far 
below that ratio. Tho irregular style of 
living of the redaking and the severity of 
the northern cHmateto which they have 
been driven, are among the causes. of the 
decline. Instead of hunting buffalo they 
have become so dependent oa the Govern- 
ment for support that they are content to 
oxist on the starvation rations doled out to 
them, which are soarcoly sufticient to 
maintain vitality. ‘' Mortality among the 
females has within the past five years,” 
says the acting commissioner, *‘ degoner 
ated to such an extent that it may almoat 
be said to have ceased’ to exist.” Tho 
extreme poverty of the tribes and the 
presence in the country of so many dissolute 
characters. is.azcribed as the cause. Soroful- 
ous diseases aro also spreading with: alarm- 
ing rapidity among both sexes and no effort 
is being made to pheck them? All these 
causes continue topoint to the early extino< 
tion of the racé. 


Slavery in Bralil. 

The Gaztta da Tarda, one of the best 
papersin the country, ls now engeged in a 
effective war against slavery in the Brazilian 
Empire,. The country is not unlike the 
United States'were twenty odd years ago 
when slavery existed. The Northern States 
here—Pars, Ceara, Maranhao—though hold- 
ing slaves in greater or less extent, are in 
favor of abolishing the system, and use 
thoir efforts and influence tothatend. The 
Southern States—San Paulo, Minas, Rio 
Janeiro and Pernambuco—where coffee, 
cotton, corn and beans are raised in. large 
quantities, are Opposed to the movement 
which will set the slaves free. Thousands 
upon thousands of those unfortunate blacks 
find a most migerable existence in these 
States, and the stories of thoir hardships 
and treatment far surpass in inhumanity 
and cruelty those told of the slaves in the 
Southern States of the United States. The 
farms are much larger, the tasks sot for 
the slaves more arduous, and their ac 
commodations far less comfortable, A 
slaye, able-bodied, is worth $500 to 
$600, and he is aswmall farmer who has not 
more than a hundred, while one farmer liy- 
ing near here, a very infloential politician, 
and a man of vast wealth, owns three thou- 
sand of those misorable beings. He lives 
4a style, and causes the slayes to aiminieter 
to his amusement. One of his whims is a 
brass band composed of slaves, who play 
very well. It is not to be wondered at that 
farmors are averse to losing their slaves, 
for they are very profitable. I heard a 
farmer ssy the other day that his men 
slaves yield hiax a profityof $500. per ‘an- 
num. Thisis‘an exception, however, I 
think. The slavesare guarded’ night and 
day, and allowed little recreation. Over- 
seers drive them to and from the fields in 
the daytime, and at night they are quar- 
tered in straw huts, which they are per- 
mitted to build within a space surrounded 
by a high barricade. They are allowed to 
marry among themselves, but husbands and 
wife are frequently separated and made,on 
trivial offences to live with other compan- 
ions, 

‘The work of thé slaves does not cease 
with their field labors. Night after night 
they dre given extra tasks called, ‘« serao,” 
consisting of shelling corn, bean, making 
baskets and the like. They are kept at this 
until 10 and 11 o'clock. As punishment the 
lash is used freely and often, and the I\fe of 
the slave is decidedly miserable. Their. 
chief food consists of farina and beans. No 
meat is given them. Ifa slave commits 
murder, and is sentenced to imprisonment 
for life (capital punishment is not in vogue 
heré), his master, by political influence, 
frequently gets him back, but the poor ulave 
goes through a terrible ordeal. He ta sub- 
jected to the most cruél whippings for days. 
His body, fearfully out by the lash, is 
wrapped in a sheet, which the next day is 
torn off, and the lash again‘wpplied. The 
same proceedings are lad on several subse- 
quent days. Then the slaye is restored to 
his master, 

_ A law, was passod some years ago provid- 
ing that’after 1871, all children Pra to 
slaves should be free. This will result in the 
eventusl abolishing of the system, but there 
are many in Brazil who hope fora. more 
speedy end of the curse,and they are forming 
themselves into societies. It is said on good 
authority that Dom Pedro isin fayor. of 
abolishing the system, and on Bevoral oc- 
casions ie has shown his feelings in this 
respect. Hois able to do nothing, how- 
ever, of himself, as Parliament must dis- 
cuss and regulate these mattors, and as 
that body is composed moatly of farmers’ 
song, end slave liberty question is not ro- 
ceived with fayor, It is this political influ- 
encd which hae defeated frequently the ends 


ofthelaws already passed, How,is instanced | 


in this wise: In order to have as many slaves 
as possible farmers, early in the 1870's » by 
bribing priests, got them to cortify that 
children born in 1871, 1872 and 1873 were 
born previous to 1871. The Government 
every six months sets apart a conalderable 
amount of revenue to buy slaves and sot 
them free. Tt is ordered that such slaves 
shall be selected by lot, but the farmers by 
thoir influence,get the “*M anicipal Thao jf 
as he is called,the man who attends to such 
drawings, to report the names of old and 
decrepit mon and women as the luok 
ones, while the healthy ones aro sont Haak 
into their toils. These and other trans- 
gtessions of the law, flagrant ana open 
give rise to many complaints, but politioal 
influence serves to apare tho offendors, 
This influence {s so groat that a farmor who 
recently muadered o slave and burned his 
body to escape detection, walks tho stroots 
a freo man to-day, though at times vory 
grave throats aro made against him. 

The soctotics for the provention of slavory 
aro growing constantly in power, but their

Life at York Factory 


EXPERIBNCES OF A TWENTY YEARS’ RESIDENT. 


From the Winnipeg Sun. 

Mr. John Annal, a Scotchman, who 
lived at York for twenty years, was intor 
viowed to-day regarding matters which, at 
the present time, in view of the early con- 
atruotion of araiiway to that place, will be 
of interest, Mr. Annal is the eon of aSutch- 
man wha came to York factory nearly a 
century ago in the employ of the Hadson 
Bay company. He was born at York 
factory and knows more about the surround- 
jog country than any man’ in Manitoba. 
Asked when the ioe in the bay freezes up 
ho atated that it usually became solid about 
the lattor end of October, although tho ico 
is floating around in considerable quantities 
before that timo, but not enough, however, 
to interfere with navigation. The ioe 
breaks up.and leaves the bay by» the firet 
of June, so that there are five montha when 
naviyation is practicable, The ship” from 

.Eogland usuallyomes in the month of 
August, but Mr. Annal states that he has 
seen ships come at other times. No 
attempts were over made te grow grain in 
the surrounding country, although sullicient 
roots to supply the inhabitants were always 
grown. Mr, Annal, who traversed the 
country between York factory and Norway 
House, affirms that it would be useless 
to attempt to raise grain in that aros, as 
the growing qeasdn is entirely too short, 
The old man’s oyes glisfened as he related 
his exploits and adventures with ferocious 
of the great 
Northwest territory. He often went on 
hunting expeditions with R.M. Ballantyne, 
the author of a book known as ‘‘Hudaon’s 
Bay,” and who was then a clerk for tho 
company at York Factory. Ho states that 
many: of the descriptions given in the book 
are vory faithful. He laughed very hearti- 
ly as ho related some of the adventures of 
“Young Ballantyne” with the Indians. 
“The lad wus always fond of the women,” 
eaid Annal, ‘‘and wo used to have lots of 
fun with him on that soore.” He referred 
to the timo when the soldiers came out by 
Hudson's bay, andaaid that in that year 
four ships arrived, He spoke of the wealth 
of timber in the great lone territary, and 
thought when the projected railway was 
built the timber industry of the country

_ Mina Jury’s Exploits. 


HOW A TICHBORNE WITNESS SWINDLED THE 
DUKE OF EDINBURGH. 

Ada Monnse Sompriere, alis Mina Jury, 
was charged bofore Mr. Vaughan, at the 
Bow street police court, London, with hav- 
iny, 48 a convict on licensé, failed to notify 
a Ghenyge of address. .Thesprisoner was a 
witnoes in the Tiohborne cagé, and on May 
29, 1876, she was covioted of larcony from 
a dwelling house and sentenced to seven 
years penal servitude, Detective Serge. 
Reader stated that the prisoner had been 
traced from place to place for some months, 
in consequence of numerous complaints that 
fiad been received by the charity organiza- 
tion society regarding her. It appeared that 
she obtained yarious sums of money from 
different noblemen and gentlemen by means 
of what was described by Mr. Vaughan as 
most fisgrant representations made by a 
rank imposter who had succeeded in living 
upon charity for a considerable time past. 
One of her victims was the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, from whom she obtained £15 on the 
representation that) she was known to his 
royal highness at Adelaide in 1857 as Migs 
Gordon, daughter of the late Ool. Gordon, 
and niece of Sir Dominick Daly, governor 
of Adelaide. She stated that she had 
afterward marrigd aman named Sempriere. 
[t appeared that Lord Kilmorey had re- 
commended the priaoner’s case to the Duke 
of Edinburgh, after an interview with the 
prisoner, when she convinced his lordehip 
that she was Mrs,. Sompriere, nee Mias 
Gordon, and alluded to many things relat- 
ing to the royal visit to Adélaide in 1866, 
and spoke 60 unreservedly of the late Sir 
Dominick aud Lady Daly, their family and 
establishments and other matters, that 
Lord Kimorey expressed an opinion that 
ho impoator could have been ao conversant 
with the facts referred to, 

If, however,transpired upona subsequent 
inquiry at the agent general's office, that the 
prisoner was well-known impostor, and 
that, eo far from being the nieoe of Sir 
Dominick Daly, she was only the widow of 
the head warder ofithe convict prison at 
Adelaide, and had beenin Eo®land for 
years. in addition to the above misrepro- 
sentations, it appears from the voluminous 
correspondence submitted tothe mayis- 
trate that the prigoner had represent- 
ed that she had arrived from Australia 
at Alexandria onthe 7th of June )sat, 
accompanied by her husband and edn. Shoe 
stated that they were going to England 
to place their son in business, but that on 
June 11 Mra. Sompriere and her son crossed 

the square in Alexandria from thelr lodg 
ings and were killed by Arabs. The pris- 
oner represented that she hat made her 
ware with people of all nationa,arriving in 
England ia Novembor, after being lal p 
more than three mouths with brain iv 
through freight and want of nocestarios.

Esonomical and very usoful bibs for 
teething children are made of honeycomb 
sanvas. Thoy may bo bound with tapo,or 
trimmed with a cheap but pretty cotton 
edging, which can bo bought in packsges 
containing five or more yards in a packayo. 
je ‘Tho sooret of success in making good pie 
crust is to mix the lard thoroughly with 
the flour beforo a drop.of water is put with 
it; take both hands and mix until you 
could almost make crust of itand roll ont 
without water. A little lard goos @ great 
way if properly rubbod with the flour, a 
tableapoonful toa cup’of flour being a libor- 
al allowance, . 

Fronch prunes make delicious pies, Soak 
thom in A very little cold water all night ; 
inthe morning pinch the stones out of 
them, stew them elowly. When they are 
tender take them ‘out of the water with a 
long-handled strainer. Thon ‘strain the 
water through n piece of flannel, add sugar 
and make a syrup to pour over the prunes. 
Bake with an upper and under crust. 

The sensible as well as pleasing custom 
of serving froit as a first course at break- 
fast should be practiced in every house as 
faras possible. One nice way to serye 
strawberrtes is to sond the large, fine ones 
to the table with the halls on ; put at each 
plate a little dish of some kind with sugar 
ip, ro that the berries may be dipped in it, 
and oaten daintily and most agreeably. 

Whatever fashion may decree in regard 
to the manner of arrangements, flowers are 
nover out of place on the table. The Sou- 
thern fashion of putting large bouquets of 
rosea alone on the dinner table may be 
followed in a few weeks by the North, and 
certainly nothing could be more delightful 
to the eye. Simpler and more natural com- 
binations are the tanoy of the hour in all 
kinds of table decoration, 

It is a creditable state of mind which 
impels ond to always buy the best, but the 
highest priced things are not always ao. 
For some kinds wf cooking a moist brown 
sUgar is proferable to the best white, Io 
soft gingerbread this is especially truo. 
Thon for ginger snaps and cake and bread 
the old, dark molasses is preferred by all 
good cooks to the best New Orleans. It is 
impossible to make ginger snaps both crisp 
and yet tender without this. 

Stewed veal need not be the tasteless 
dish it alwaysis. Oook it in as littlé water 
as will possibly anawer, and with it stew 
a few thin slices of ham or bacon. Nicely- 
cured bacon is one Ot the’ luxuries of mod- 
ern civilization, Science has conferred a 
Sasting benefit upon the world by teaching 
the farmer to feed his pigsin such a way 
that the result may be traced in slices © of 
fine grained fat with little atrips of lean. 
This is the kind of bacon one should look 
for when marketing. 

A pound.cake, with cocanut in it, keeps 
well. Beat half a pound of butter and one 
pound of the pulverized sugar to a creamy 
froth ; stir in gradualky one pound of sifted 
flour in which you have thoroughly mixed 
two teaspoonfuls af backing powder, a 
pinch of sault, and a teaspoonful of grated 
lemon peel—this may be fresh or dried ; 
four well beaten eggs, a cupful of aweet 
milk, and a quarter of a pound of prated 
oocanut; beat this in rapidly; bake in 
buttered tins in a moderate oven. This 
cake may be icad or'not as you please.

The effects of drinking to excess,whether 
upon individuals or communities, are 
scientifically ascertainable, In 1877 Dooc- 
tor Gilbert caloulated that 54 per cent. of 
the cases ef insanity in the United Kindom 
arosé from drmk ; for the total there may 
now be substituted 32. According to Mr. 
Nelson's well known tables, habitual in- 
temperance produces, asa role, death in 
women after 14 years,and in men: after 
between 15 and J8 years. Among the 
lower orders beer ia estimated by the same 
authority as killing in 22 years, and spirits 
in 17, While the deaths of which drun- 
kenness could be directly assigned as the 
osuse rose from 29 per million in 1870 to 
45 per million in 1876, it is computed 
that in 1881] they had sunk to 30 per mil- 
lion. But the idea made by mere numbers 
is wholly inadequate to express the reali- 
ties to which,they correspond. The change 
indicated by them in the social habits of 
our population is enormous. Some of 
these were montioned by Mr. Qaine in his 
address to the Central Temperance Aaso 
ciation. Thus ‘to take a single instance, 
commerctal travellers, who only fifteen 
yeara ago, were called upon to pay at hotels 
for a bottle of wine whether they drank it 
or not—being charged in consideration, of 
this usage only a shilling for their dinner 
—aro charged now three shillings for that 
meal, but are not expected to order any- 
thing for ‘the good of the house.” Mr. 
Caine also narrated a personal experience, 
from which it may be hoped that the prac: 
tice of ‘* wetting a bargain” is gradually 
falling into desuetude. It is to be feared 
that in most great oommerolal cities, fur- 
nished as they are with their wine ‘‘ shades” 
and subterranean drinking saloons, there is 
atill a good deal too much tippling at odd 
houses. But on the whole, no one cas shut 
his eyes tothe fact thatthere oxists A 
growing public opinion ageinat drunkenness 
even amony those who are less rigtdly 
abstemious than mifght be desirable, For 
tho tirat time in the history of this country, 
intoxication, irrespoctive of the social levol 
on which it may be soon, carries with ito 
lasting stigma. The whole tendency of the 
day is opposed to oxoossive drinking. The 
temporanse} movement is, as Mr. Calne 
pointed out, not only making’a great num 
ber of toototalers, but influencing those 
who are not sbatainers groatly to dooronso 
the amount they take, At tho groat 
majority of dinnor partios the quautity of 
wine taken after the Indios have loft the 
room {a vory small; and if Thackeray wore 
to rowritd Ohapter X, in his ‘ Book of 
Snobs,’’ ho would ropresont Captain Kag 
and Buasign Famish as ordering a‘ lomon 
squash” in tho amall hours, rathor than s 
sixth zlase of whiskey punoh.— London 
Standard,

The Tonquin War. 


War has actiially begun in Indo-China, 
the Chivese having attacked the capital of 
Tonquin and having beén repulsed by the 
French. At the same time itis announced 
that the French Government’ has notified 
the King of Annam that France intends to 
keep possession. of Tonquin, and offers to 
protect Annam against China. The French 
Ministers sre asppareutly plunging tho 
country into war with alight heart. They 
despise the Chinoso Army about as much 
as they despised the Prussian Army before 
the battle of Worth, but they may find 
after sll that Ohina is not a despicable 
antagonist. ; 

The oivilizad world canyot look. with 
indifference upon a war between China 
and any Western power. Sucha war en- 
dangers the safety of every European in 
China. To tho Oanton or Shanyhat mob 
all Europeans arte ‘‘forelgn devils,” and 
the petty distinctions by which the latter 
divide themselves into Eoglish, French 
aud German varieties of devils are uuwor- 
thy the attention of the Celestial mind. 
If the Frenchmen are killing Chinamen 
in Tongnin, there are millions of Chi- 
namen who will consider it perfectly 
proper to murder Erglishmen aud Ger- 
mana residing at the treaty ports. Wecer- 
tainly have no cause for quarrelling with 
Chins, but the fighting in Tonquin between 
the Chinese and the French hns*endangered 
the safety of every American missionary in 
China, and in the very possible event of 
outrages committed on Amoricans by’ the 
Chinese, we should be compelled to asnd 
our available navy to inflict punishment 
upen a Mation that has no real intention of 
offending us.” Asa matter of precaution 
English and German fleets must be-kept on 
the alert in Chineao waters,so that ttey 
can afford protection to English and Ger- 
man subjects, while the trade of all Euro- 
pean nations with China must suffer from 
the danger that at any moment the fleets 
may be compelled to bombard Ohinese 
towns, - - 

It remains to’be seen how the French 
taxpayers will have to pay the cvst of what 
promises to be a long and terribly expen- 
sive war, France has no noed of Indo- 
Ohina. She has utterly failed to make her 
Saigon colony a rival to Singapore, and the 
fever stricken region which sho is now 
fighting to retain cau never be made a riva! 
to British India. The Tuuis “war was a 
mistake, but it was a vory small mistake in 
comparison to this Oninese war.— New York 
Times.

RAILWAY EXTENSION. 


The announcement that the Dominion 
Government had intimated that they would 
make at the current session of Parliament 
liberal grants to several Colonization Rail- 


ways, incladiog the Napanee and Tamworth, 
led to the hope that they might be induced 
to include the extension of the Madoo 
branch of tho Grand Junctien in the list 
of lines to be aided. Accordingly the Min- 
ister of Customs was communicated with, 
but Mr. Bowell’s reply was to the effect 
that the request was made too late to bo 
entertained before the close of the session, 
now near at hand. 

We hope, however, that a strong offort 
will be made to secure a grant for the local 
road next year. 


THE NEW LICENSE LAW. 


The publication of the provisions of the 
Liquor License bill has, we hope, relieved 
the Globe of the fear which it expressed 
some weeks ago that Sir John was about to 
decree free trade in, whiskey, and that 
every corner would be ocoupied by a grog- 
gery. The proposed new law isa yery 
stringent one—more restrictive than the 
Crooks Act, which the Grit organ has de- 
clared to be the ne plus ultra of temper 
ance legislation, This statement we make 
not on our own unaided inrerpretation of 
the provisions of the Act, but on that of 
the Hamilton Tribune, which isa strong 
advocate of temperance, and which, al- 
thoogh of opinion that the proposed law is 
ultra vires of the Dominion Parliament, 
says: 

This bill must be compared with the Crooks 
Act, if a trae estimate of its value as legislation 
is to be arrived at ; and we are free to admit that 
aa a whole it ts an improvement upon the Crooks 
Act, much as that bill was an improvement up- 
on pre-existing legislation. 

As, however, the Globe's professed fear 
was not real and was only intended to serve 
a temporary purpose, the organ will not, 
we venture to predict, again refer to the 
subject in the same style that it did follow- 
ing Mr. Blake’s speech on the question. 


GOVERNMENT PRINTING. 
The Huron Expositor says : 


If Mr. Mowat had been proven guilty of sub- 
sidizing all the Reform papers io the Province 
what a howl of virtuous indignation would be 
putup by those same journals and politicians 
who now condone and justify a like offence on 
the part of Sir Jobn. 


Evidently the Expesitor is not very well 
Informed on the subject of Government 
printing. Mr. Mowat has been guilty of 
the very act which it alleges he has not 
committed, whilst Sir John has not com- 
mitted the offence with which it charges 
him. Sir John has given to the journals 
which have supported him the legitimate 
patronage at his disposal—not work which 
ought to have been given to the contractors 
forthe Parliamentary printing, as was 
done by Mr. Mackenzie, and for which 
heavy damages have been paid or will have 
to be paid to the contractors. Mr.Mowat, 
on the other former hand, by Act of the 
Logislature, decreed that all the Govern- 
ment printing and all the printing and 
advertising which passes through the hands 
of Government officiale—iocluding work 
which is paid for by private parties who 
have obtained executions against debtors, 
and some of that which is paid for by the 
County Oouncils—should be giyen to news- 
papers supporting the Government of the 
day. Thus; Mr. Mowat has subsidized all 
the Reform papers in the Province, 
many of them to the extent of $1,000 per 
annum and some of them toa very much 
greater extent, and that too with money 
over which he hasno legal control. Sir 
John is not mean. enough to follow the. 
example sot him by Mr. Mowat or corrupt 
and reckless enough to imitate the course 
of the Mackenzie administration, neither aro 
the Oohservative press so venal or so 
greedy as to require ttiat monopoly (Grits 
always how! against monopolies except 
when their own pockets are filled thereby) 
of public printing or that which can be 
tortured into that category, which alone can 
apparently satisfy the Grit organs. Witnoss 
tho course taken by the local organ of the 
Grit party o fow wooks ago, whon, because 
{ts monopoly of the election printing in 
North Hastings was broken, it charged 
against such influential mombers of its 
party as Messrs, Vanklook, Oross, Dale 
and Coe, that they had used a portion of 
ite printing ‘‘ spoils” for corrupt purposes, 
and even threatened Mr. Mowat that, if 
election printing were to bo distributed in 
North Hastings, thoro would hayo to be a 
Reform journal established there,

Thore shall bo a Bvard of Liconto Com- 
misstonors to be called ‘* The B ard’ com- 
posed of threo persons for oach license dis- 
| trict, 

1. The Commissions shall bo 

(a.) In tho Province of Ontario, Nova 

Sootia and Now Brunewick, Manitoba, and 
Prince Kdward Island, the County Oourt 
Judge, or the Junior Judge of the County, 
as may be solected by tho Govornor in 
Council. In the Province of Quebeo, the 
Superior Court Judge of the judical dis- 
trict, excopt in tho cities of Montreal and 
Quebeo, where it shall bo the Judge of the 
Sessions of the Peace, In the Province of 
British Columbia such of the judges as tho 
Governor in Council may appoint. 

(>) The warden of the county or mayor 
of the city, when thore is both a warden 
and a mayor, having 4 jurisdiction within 
the licopse district, the formor to be the 
nocond commissioner, In tho citlos of 
Montreal and Quebeo, in the Province of 
Quebeo, the Recorder shall be the seccnd 
commissioner, In’ the Province of Prince 
Edward Island, the sheriff of the county 
shall be the second commissioner. 

(c.) The third commissioner shall be a 
person appointed by the Governor:in- 
Council, who shall hold office for one year, 
or for the portion of the yoar yet unexpired 
in which he is appointed, but he shall oon 
tinue to hold office until his successor is 
appointed. 

2. In the Counties of Chicoutimi, Gaspe 
and Bonaventure, in the Province of Quo’ 
beo, the Governor-in-Council may appoiat 
two commissioners, who, with the warden, 
shall form the board ; and in any unorya- 
nized district, the Governor-in-Oounoil may 
appoint three commissioners. 

3. The judge shall bo chairman of the 
board, and two of the said commissioners 
shall form aquorum, In tho absence of 
the judge, the warden, or mayor, as the 
case may be; and in Prince Edward Island 
the sheriff, shall be the chairman. 

In the event of a tic the chairman shall 
have an additional or casting vote.

Card appointed reporter for the Canada Chris 
tian Advocate; Rev. T. Chisholm, reporter 
for the Globe and Mail.

THURSDAY 

Bishop Carman. delivered a aptrited and 
lengthy address. He reviewed the work of 
the other Conferences just closed, reported 
success all along the line, and peace and har- 
mony in the conferences, The Church in the 
present agitation is steady and quiet, He 
touched upon the much agitated question of 
Methcdlet Union. Tho quarterly conferences 
had the question largerly in their hande, and 
as constitutional people they must legally ac- 
cept the issue and must accept the decision of 
the electorate All committees, &o,, must be 
strock as usual, and if the Union were tooome 
they would be ready to accept it. 

The conference then proceeded to elect its 
accersory committee by ballot, anda majority 
of the vote elected on the first ballot, Rev. J.

Cotton Notes. 


NEW FSATURES IN THE MANUFACTURE OF 
TUK. FABRIC, 


The Hudon Cotton Company have just 
completed a new and extensive bleachery 
in connection with their mill at Hochelaga. 
This addition to their dlready large and 
very complete factory has been rendered 
necessary from the tact that the company 
have decided to manufacture a class of cot- 
tons finer than any hitherto attempted io 
the country aud such as will supersede the 
fineat brands of American goods, ‘Tho first 
sample of tho new ~brand of cotton was 
turned out from the bleachery this week. 

Allusion was made some time since to 
the fact that the Montreal Cotton Company 
contemplated the turning out of printed 
goods at their mills at Valleyfield, in addi- 
tion to the bleached and dyed article of 
times past. The enterprise has now become 
a yerity. The mills, lately enlarged; are at 
present receiving the requisite machinery 
and other appliances for the manufacture 
of the printed fabric, and a few weeks will 
seo as good printed cottons come forth from 
Valleyfield as from anywhere on the contl- 
nent. A number of additional hands will 
be required for the now work, The move 
of both the Montreal and Hudon companies 
may be taken as one more sign of the grow- 
ing enterprise of the country, and the 
fact ia certainly one for congratulation. — 
Witness.

take the stakos who could eat the most broiled 
spring obicken, thié great man was hailed the 
victor with a score of thirty-$wo half chickens, 
equal to sixteen fowls, Mr, Ellison was vot 
the only groat cater in New York The late 
Mr. Alex'r Grant, of Kingaton,. nover cared 
for a boe'steak that weighed leva than live 
pouuds, and when ho dined demanded halt a 
peck of potatoes, a whole <abbage, a bi, pie 
and a large padding for his own oxolvmvo 
eating, his allowanco being twonty pounds of 
solids and a gallon of ‘coffee or milk, Squire 
Carey, of Wallkfl), is credited with eating at 
ono repast 470 clams, aud at another half a 
barrel of sholl oysters, and thinks nothing of 
eating half a gallon of raw oystera, with crack- 
ors to match ; his friends, who kaow that his 
stomach is in the right place, will back him 
to assimilate six quarts of the bivalve 
with which the hanie of Dando bas hith- 
erto been amoolated when it was a question 
of veracity. Mr, Romulus Lawson, of Al- 
lenville, N.C., is another famine breeder of 
eminence, who devoura at ono meal a thres- 
eighths of mutton—ono and ahalf quartors! 
—two half grown chickens, a pound of 
bacon, five herrings, a loaf of corn bread, 
eighteen bisouits and a pound of candy, Mr, 
Joshua Joynes, of Acoomac county, Va., is a 
man of a stomach almostas unbyuoded, who 
has,in on hour and a half, disposed of a gooso, 
a chicken, fifteon pounds of pork, twelve 
links of Bologna sausage,a peck of swect 
potatoer, a dozen bisouits, a mince pie and six 
cupsof strong coffes. For riyala to these 
performereit is necessary to go back to the 
beginning of the century in “England. The 
Sporting Magazine records that a wigmaker of 
Wantwick ate in the apace of an hour three 
pounds of bsefsteak, nearly a pound of bacon, 
ten boiled oggs, a large quantity of potatoes 
anda fourpenny loaf, drinking two gallons of 
ale and porter duriog the repast, and seven 
large glasees of brandy aud water. Ho wag, 
prepared to repeat the performance, with the 
addition of a wig-box full of puddiog. A Lon- 
don currier, whose nanio.bas not been proseryv- 
ed, made away in two hours with three gills 
of lamp-oil, twenty raw eggs with tho shelle,s 
shilling’s worth of strong ale and » ponvy loaf 
soaked in train oil. Sportiog annals tell’ that 
Lord Barrymoro, tirod to emulation by the 
acoount of a yokel who ate acabbige, a pound 
of salt and a cabbago set at a sitting, wagered 
that he would produce s« man who would de- 
vour a live cat, bus it is not recorded 
whetier the match came off. According to 
Fuller's *‘ Worthies,”’ Nicholas Wood, of Har- 
rison, in Kent, ate such meals aa a whole hog, 
with three peoks of damsons, eighteon yards 
of black pudding, cighty-four rabbite, thirty 
dozen pigeons and araw sheep, to asy noth- 
ing of thedinner provided for thirty men. 
** Two loins of matton and ono loin of veal,” 
itis said, “‘were but ssthree eprats unto 
him.” A lawyer at the time of Charles I. 
named Mullett is said to have eaten the ehil- 
ling a head “ordinary” prepared for thirty 
of his brethren. Those feats compare very 
favorably with those of the gluttons famed in 
classical literature, 1s must bo remembered, 
however, that the luxurious Romans sat at 
table for hours. Verus’s supper lasted from 
dark till dawn—and mide use both of appeti- 
zore and emetics, Under euch circumstances 
possibly—deduction being mace for the olas- 
sic chroniclers’ fondness. for round tigares— 
Clodius Alpinus may have disposed of 400 
oysters, 100 gnatesnappers, 10 melons, 20 
pounds of grapes, 500 figs and 100 pea»bas, It 
is supposed that Phagon ate atone meal a 
sheop, a pig anda boar, with 100 loaves of 
bread snd three gallons of wine, but n> one 
need believe the story who is not inclined to 
do te. Thore is, however; no reason to dis- 
believe tho tales whidh have. come down to 
us of the gluttony of .Vitollius, who, won he 
wore the imperial purple, could not prevent 
himself from falling upon the charred carcas 
ses of the sacrifices, or the coarao yiands ex 
posed in the cook-shops of Rome. He was 
simply the victim of an uncontrollable aad de- 
praved appetite, and the same diseaso oan bo 
traced inthe case of many other historial 
ginttons whose feats of devouring have been 
authenticated by competent observers, In vo 
far asthe great majority of coat m porary 
gluttons sro concerned, thoir records will not 
atend investigation with the stecl yard and 
quart measure.—N. Y. World 
a

“Faith without works is dead.”—James, ii., 


Tho Roman Catholio Church has been 
charged with putting too much strees upon 
good works and not. enough upon faith, I 
charge Protestantism with putting not enough 
strees upon good works as) connected with 
salvation. Good works will novor save aman, 
but if a man have not good works he has n> 
real faith and no genuine réligion. There aro 
those who depend upon tho fact that they are 
all right igside while their conduct is wrong 
outside. ~ Their-religion, for the most part, is 
roade up of talk—Vigorous talk, flacnt talk, 
bosatfaljtalk, perpetual talk. They will en 
tertain you by the’hourin telling you how 
good they are. They come up to such a 
higher life that they have no pationoe With 
ordinary Christians in the plain discharge of 
theirduty. Aw near as I oan tell’ this oooan 
craft is mostly sail and very little tonvage. 
Foretopmast stsyeail, foretopmast studding 
sail, maintopeail, mizzentopsail—everything 
from flying gib to mizz»n spanker, but mak. 
log no utefal voyage. Now, the world has 
got tired of this, and it wants.» religion that 
will work into all the circumstances of lifo. 
We do not want a new religion, but the old 
religion applied in all» possible directions, 
Yonder is a river with stoop and rocky bauks, 
it rears like a young Niagara as it rolls about 
over its rough hed.’ It does nothing but talk 
about itself all the way from its source in ths 
mowntaih to the place where it ompties into 
the sea, Thos banks are so steop, the cattle 
cannot come down to drink. It does not run 
one fortilizing rill into the adjoining field. It 
has not one grist mill or factory on elther 
aide, It sulks in.wot weathér with obiling 
fogs. No one cares when that riveris born 
among the rooks, and no one oares When it 
dies in the sea, But yondoriis ano: hor river, 
and if mosses its banks with the warm tides, 
and it rocks with floral lullaby thowater lilies 
séloep on itd bosom. | It inyites herds of oat+ 
tleand flocks.of shetp and: conveys of birds 
to come there and drink. Ithas threo grist 
mille on onw side and six cotton factories on 
the other. It isthe wealth of two hundred 
miles of luxariant farms, Tho birds of heaven 
chanted when it was borin in the mountains, 
and tho ocean shipping will press in from the 
sea to hail it av it comes down to the Atlantic 
coast. The one river isa man who lives:for 
himself. - The other river is a man who liyes 
for others. Do you know how the site of the 
ancient city of Jerusalem was chosen ? There 
werotwo brothers who bad adjoiniog farms, 
The onebrother had a largo family, the 
other had no family. Tho brother with a 
large family said : ‘*There is my brother with 
no fa.nily ; he must be lonely, and I will try 
to cheer him up, and I will taketome of the 
sheaves from my'fivld in tho night time and 
eet them over on his farm, and say’ nothing 
about it.”

loaves, and ib will alft from tho flour plaster 
of Paris and bone dastand sospstono, and it 
will by chemioal analysis aoparate tho one 
peach of Ridgewood water from the fow honest 
drops of cow's milk, and it wil’ *hrow out the 
live animaloul® from the brown sugar. Thore 
has boon so mach adulteration of articlos of 
food that it ia an amazoment to me that thoro 
is a boalthy man or womanin Amorioa Hea. 
you only knows what thoy put into the spices, 
and into tho qugars, end into the butter, and 
into’ the ‘apothooary drugs. ‘But chemical 
analysis and the microscope have made won- 
derfal reyelations, The Board of Health io 
Mavsachucetts analyzed a great amount of 
what was called pure coffee and found in it 
not one particle of cofies, In Kogland there 
isalaw that forbids the putting ofalam in 
bread. Tho public authorities oxamioed tifty- 
one packages of bread and found thom all 
guilty, The honest physician, writing a pro- 
soription, does not krow thatit may bring 
doath instead of health to his patient, bocause 
there may be one of the drugs weakened by a 
choaper artiole,and another drag may be tu 
fail force, andso the prescription may bhaye 
just tho opposite eff.ct intended. Oi] of 
wormwood warranted pore from Boston was 
found to hava forty-one per dent. of resin and 
slochol and chloroform. Scammony is ono of 
the most valuable medigal diugs Ip ix vory 
rare, very precious, It is the sap or the gam 
of a tree or a.buch in Syria, The root of \he 
tree is exposed, an incision ia made into the 
root, and then shells aro placod at this in 

olsion to catoh the kap or tho gum ae it exu- 
des. It is very preciovs,. this scammony. 
But tho peasant mixes it with a cheaper ma 

torlal; then it is taken to Aloppo, and the 
merchané there mixcs it with a oheaper 
material ; then it comes on to the whole-ale 
druggiss in London and New York, oni he 
mixes it with a cheapor mater.al; then it 
comes fo the retail druggist, and he mixes.it 
with a cheaper material ; and by tho time the 
poor,sick man gets it into his bottle it is ashes 
and ohalk and.eand, and somo of what has 
been called scammony after analysis has been 
found to be no ecammony at all, Now, practi- 
cal religion will yet rectify all this Jt will 
go to those hypooritical professors of seligion 
wh» got a “corner” in corn aud wheat in Chio- 
ago and New York, sending prices up and up 
until they were beyond the reach of the poor,: 


or controlling them until, the prices going up 
and up avd up, they were after a while ready 
to sell, and they sold out, making themselves 
millionaires in one or two years ; trying to fix 
the matter up with the Lord by building a 
ohurch'or # university or a hospital, deluding 
themselves with the idea that tne Lord would 
be so pleased with tho gift He would forget 
the awindlo, Now, assuch s man-niay not 
haye any liturgy in-which to say his prayerr, 
I will compose for him one which he praoti- 
oally is making : 

“O Lord, we, by getting a corner in bread- 
stuffs, swindled the people of the United 
States out of ten million dollars, and made 
sufferioy all ap and down the land, and we 
would like too mpromise this matter with 
Theo, Thou knowest it was a scaly job, but 
then it was«mart, Now, here we comprom- 
igo it. Tako one per cent, of the profite, and 
with that one per cont. you can build an 
asylum for those poor, miserable ragamuffios 
of the atreet, and J wiJl take a yacht and go 
to Earops, foréyer and eyer. Amen,” 

Ab! my friends, if » man hath gotten his 
estate Wrongfully, he oan build a line of hos- 
pitals and universities from here to Alaska, 
and ho cannot atone forit. Afters while this 
man who has been getting a “corner” in wheat 
dics, and then Satan gets a “corner” in him, 
He goes into m great, long Black Friday. 
There is a “break” ir the market. According 
to Wall street parlance, ho wiped others out, 
and now he is himself wiped out. No collat- 
erals on which to make a spiritual loan, 
Eternal dofaloation : 

But this practical religion wili not only reo- 
tify all merchandise; it will also rectify all 
mechanism and all toil. The time will come 
when a man will work as faithfully by the job 
as be does by the day, You say when a thing’ 
in slightingly done; **Ob, that was done by the 
job."

Conductor of 
city car sounding the puach bel! to prove hie 
honesty a8 # passeoger hands to him a clipped 
nickel» All things must bo watched and in. 
apeabed. Imperfections in the wood covered 
with patty. Garments warranted to lsat until 
you put them on the third time. Shoddy in 
all xinds of clothing. Chromos;/ Pinchbwok, 
Diamonds fora dollarand aha'f. Bookbindery 
that holds on until you near the third vhaptor, 
Spavined horses by ekilfol dore of jockeys for 
soveral days made to look apry, Waggon tires 
poorly put on. Horsesw poorly shod, Plaster. 
ing that cracks without avy provocation and 
falls cff, Plumbing that peods to be plumbed, 
Imperfect oar wheel that halts the whole train 
witha hot box. So littlo prrctical religion ia 
the mechanism of the world, I tell you, my 
friends, the law of man will n yor rootily 
theso thingy. Lé will bo the all-> rvading in- 
fluence of tho practical religion of Jucus Christ 
that will make the change for the better. 

You, this practical soligion will also go into 
Agricultura, which is proverbially honest but 
noods to bo reotifled, and it will keep the 
farmor from sending to the New York market 
veal that is too young to kill, and when the 
farmor farms on shared it will koop tho man 
who docs the work from making hiv half throo- 
fourths, and it will keep the farmor from 
building hls post and rail fonoe on his neigh: 
bor’s premisos, and it will make him shelter 
his cattle ln tho winter storm, and it will k: op 
the old elder from workiay ob Sunday ef jor- 
noon in the ndw ground where nobody soou 
him, And this practical riligion will hover 
over tho houso, and over the barn, aud over 
the field, and over tho orchard 

You, this praotioal religion of whioh 1 spoak 
will come.into the learned professions, © The 
lawyor will fool his resp mnability in di fending 
Innogence and arraigning ovil and ox 
tho law, and it will koep him from obarging 
for briefs ho never wrote, and for ploas ho 
novor made, and for porcontagos ho nover oarnod 
and from robbing widow and Orphan because 
thoy aro dofonceleas, You, thiv practioal ro 
ligion will come into the physloian’s lite, and 

ho will fool his responsibility as tho oonserva- 
tor of the public hoalth,  profoesion honorod 
by tho fact that Christ himself was

only new appliacces of the old sunlight. So 
this glorions Gospel is just what we want.to 
photogreph the image of God on.our soul, and 
daguerreotype it on anothor sonl. Not « new 
Gospel, but the old Gospel put to new work. 
To our time wo have had the telegraphic in- 
vention and the telephonic invention aed the 
electric light fovention ; but they are al! the 
children of old olectricity,an element thst the 
philosophers have understood a long while 
aod kaow much about, So this electric Gos- 
pe! needa to flash its lig: on the eyes and eara 
aod souls. of men, and becomea telephonic 
medium to make the deaf hear; a telegraphic 
medsiam to give invitation and warping to sll 
nations ; au electric light to illamine tho east- 
ern and western hemisphere.

Now you eay, “That isa very beasntifal 
theory, but is it possible'to take one’s roli 
gion into all the avocations and business of 
lifo 2”. Yes, and I ‘will give you \ some speol- 
mens. Medical doctors who took their reli 
gion into every day life: Dr. John Abercrom- 
bie, of Aberdeen, the great Scottish physician 
of his day, his beok on Diseases of the Brain 
and Spinal Cord no more wonderful than his 
book on The Philosophy of.the Moral. Feel- 
ings; and often kneeling at the bedside of 
bis pationts to commend them to God in 
prayer. De John Brown, of Edinburgh, im- 
mortal as an author, dying redontly under the 
benediction of the sick of Edinburgh ; myself 
remembering him ay he eatin “his study in 
Kdioburgh, talking to me about Christ and 
his hopo of heaven. And a score of Christian 
family physiciana m Brooklyn jast as 38 
they were, Lawyers who carried 'thoir reli- 
gion ,into thoir profession ; Lord Cairns, the 
Qaeon’s advisor for many years, the highest 
logal authority in Great. Britain--Lord Cairns 
every summor in his vacation preached as an 
evangelist among the poor of hls country. 
And Jolm McLean, Judge of the Su- 
prome Court of the United States and Pre- 
aident of the Amerioan Sunday School Unlon, 
feeling more satisfaction ia the latter offloe 
than in the former, And scores of Christian 
lawyers as omicent in the Church of God se 
they areeminent at the bar. Merehants 
who took their religion into every day lifo: 
Arthur Tappan, derided in his day be- 
cause he established that syatem by which 
wo come to tind ont tho commeroial stacd- 
ing of busicesa men, starting that ontiroe 
nystem, derided for it then--himself, ae | 
knew him well, in moral character A. 1. 
Monday mornings inviting to a room in the 
top of his storehoute tho olerka of his catab. 
lishment, asking them about their worldly 
intoresta and their spiritual interests, thon 
giving outa hymo, leading in prayer, giving 
thom a few words of good advice,ashiog them 
what choroh they attended on the Sabbath, 
what tho toxt was, whothor they had any 
especial troubles of thoir own, Arthur Tap-

pan. I never heard hie oulogy pronounc d, 
I pronounce it now, And other morchants 
jast as good. William E. Dodge, in the iron

ANOTHER PARADISE. 


The unpatriotic party never tiro ef on- 

deavoring to dopreciate Canada. Firat Mr. 
Blake exalted Kansas asa much more desi- 
rable place to live in than Canada ; but that 
slander was quickly exposed. Next Mr. 
Mackenzle recommended Texas as an verth- 
ly paradise, but with equally unfortunate 
results. Now the Grit paradise is Dakota, 
where, say the uvopatriotics, farmers will 
not be compelled to use those villainously 
bad implementa which are manufactured in 
Canada. However, thia last paradise of 
the Grits turns out to be no botter fitted 
for agriculture, throughout the greater 
part of its extent, than cyclone-swept ond 
drought-plagued Ksneas, or arid, dreary, 
burned-up Texas, From the very best of 
evidence, namely from the local papers of 
the country, we leata thst Dikota has a 
more severe winter than has the Canadian 
North-West, and that the terrible blizzarda 
are;much more frequent there than in Oana 
dian-territory, whilst the spring opena much 
laterthan in Manitoba. Witness the fact 
that the roads were blocked by snow a few 
daye ago, .° : 

The other disadvantages of Dakota as 
com with Manitobs, besides a less 
liberal land law than obtains in Canada, 
are thus summed up by the Hamilton 
Spectator < “SEgh 

Reform journals have been bragging for some 
time about the number of Canadians who had 

ne to the United estes, pacsicalstty to Da- 

‘ota. The Hon. David Malis proved the other 
day that 60,000 or 70,000 Canadians had gone to 
Dakota within the past two yeaw. Dakota 
must be a pleasant place in which to live, The 
rate of taxation for territorial purposes is 3 
mills on the dollar, or 50 per cent, higher than 
municipal taxation in milton, Doubtless 
those Reformers who are deceived by Reform 
journals in fleeing from the terors of thy N. P. 
with its 19 per cent. burdens, to the mild Unit- 
ed States tariff. with its 30 per cent. burdens, 
will bleas their lucky stars when they get to Da- 
kota and find themselyes asked tor taxes for the 
territorial government at the rate of three mills 


on the dollar; and will heap benedictions on 


the heads of Philosopher Milla and Stateaman 
Blake, whose glowing accounts of Dakota in- 


duced them to go there. 

Our contemporary places the United 
States tarifftoo low, asthe Eoylish free- 
traders state the average of import duties 
levied by the United States at 42 per cont. 
With all the disadvautages above enumer- 
ated, we cannot believe that Dakota will 
draw many emigrants from Oanada, des- 
pite the efforts of the London Advertiser 
and its confreres to create the belief that 
paradise exists within its borders. 


EDITORIAL BREVITIES. 


Some Opposition journals, in order to 
make it appear that the Government have 
been doing nothing during the session,ullege 
that one of what they are pleased to term 
the three measures promised by the Goy- 
ernment, has been passed. Now it happens 
that the Government promised nine moas- 
ures, of which eight have been passed, 
namely the Factory Bill, measures for the 
consolidation and amendment of the Ous- 
toms Acts, the Militia Acts, and the lublic 
Lands Aots, a Oivil Servicy Bill, Bills ros- 
pecting Banking, Certificates of Masters 
and Mates, and the authorization of do- 
bentures to redeem at lower interost a 
maturing luan. Thus, of Government 
measures promised, there remains ouly 
the Franchise bill to pass; but in addi- 
tion thereto, the License Bill—whioh was 
not specially promised— will also be passed 
before the seasion cloees.

Itisthus evident that if Mr. Anglin did 
not consider it wrong in himeelf, when 
Speaker of the Commons, to violate the 
Independence of Parliament Act, by farm- 
ing out Government printing and pocketing 
a liberal commisslon—wrong in Messrs, 
Mackenzie and Blake to tolerate such do- 
liberate violation of the laws, as they did 
for several years—then his ideas of right 
and wrong must be exceedingly hazy. Mr, 
Anglin has come to Ontario for the purpose 
of instructing the people of this Province, 
through the columns of # Toronto weekly 
paper, in matters political. The evidence 
which he gave, however, in his farewell 
address at St. John, of lack of moral per- 
ception, will not tend to strengthen his 
{ofluence, as a man so blind to his own sins 
and those of his leaders must be anything 
but a aafo guide,

Dominion Parliament, 
FIFTH PARLIAMENT— FIRST SESSION. 


Orrawa, May 17 Tho Miniator of Rail« 
ways to day made explanations about bis 
RALLWAY KESOLUTIONS, 
With that cloar insight into tho railway 
noods of this country which, in the judg- 


Sir Uharles Tupper, he has, during the torm 
of his ottice, from time to timo suggested 
and carrlod out plans osloulated to develop 
tho railway system of the Dominion, with 
tho object of making every portion of tho 
country foelsthe touch, as military mon say. 
Tho Intorcolonial ratlway bounds the oast- 
ern previnooa with the contral proviuce of 
Ontario. The Canada Pacific railway is ‘o 
bind the great North-Woat with the 
central province and will be the backbone 
of the North-West, from which branches 
north and south will be built, till the whole 
country ia brought into close connection 
with the great contres of the Dominion. 
There was something needed atill to destroy 
the isolation of cortain portions, This could 
be accomplished to a certain extent by the 
construction of branch linea from the [nter- 
eolonial railway. Tho policy of the Minister 
in this respect is defined by the reaolutiovs 
introduced by him, as well as by the sums 
voted in the estimates. The Iatercolonial 
will have the St. Charles branch, the Riviere 
du Loup branch, and the Dalhousie branch. 
Boaides these it is proposed to iron both 
shores of the magnificent Baie des Chaleura, 
one branch starting from Metapedia and go- 
ing to Paspebiao, the other southern branch 
going from Bathurat to Oaraquot. Thus this 
great fishing preserve, whose waters contain 
fish enough for the supply of a continent, 
will be brought in its whole length into close 
connection with the Intercolonial, and thie 
with the great fishing industries of that bay, 
form a means of development that will give 
A POWERFUL STIMULUS TO TRADE, 
These are eastern off-shoots from the 
parent stem, On the weat side, one railway 
branch is proposed, that along the great 
valley of the Miramlohi riyer,opening up a 
splendid lumber and agricultural country, 
and possibly in process of time extending 
across the Province of New Brunswick to 
Grand Falls, thus forming a quadrilateral 
of railways in that Province, Another 
branch in New Brunswick runs front the 
Intercolonial railway at Petitcodiao (be 
tween Moncton and St. John) to Havelock, 
This road taps a well settled country. All 
these feeders receive the subsidies offered 
in accordance with a long established policy, 
namely, that such feeders shall be ironed 
at the expense of the Federal Government, 
the several companies to provide the road 
bed, &c. The same policy of bringing into 
close connection the various parte of the 
country with the stem lines is followed in 
the case of the Gravenhurst, and Callender 
line, for which a further subsidy of $600,- 
000 is provided by the resolutions. Thisline 
is the link which joina the western and cen- 
tral Ontario system of railwaya with the 
great trunk line of the Canada Pacltio, The 
Napanee and Tamworth’ line brings the 
region of Prince Edward and all intervening 
districts into closer connection with the 
capital. This statement ofjpolicy will sultice 
to show why subsidies are granted to the 
Montreal aud Weatern railway, to the Gat- 
inesu Valley railway, and to the Quebso 
and Lake St. John railway. Another great 
point in the railway policy of the Minister 
is to shorten the distances wherever they 
can be shortened. We have our great Lu- 
tercolonial line herring boned withimportant 
branches, which on the one side bring the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence into intimate rela- 
tions with the great centres and on the other 
open up the central portion of New Bruns- 
wick, while at the samo time tending to 
develop local traflic that will make the 
Intercolonial a payiug undertaking, Asa 
local road it is also neccesary 


TO SHORTEN DISTANCES 


while preserving the Intercolonial in its 
business. This is to be effected by means 
of the Great American and European short 
line railway, the details of which scheme 
were published a week or so ago in the 
Mail, Those details have besn somewhat 
modified, with the reault that instead of the 
road running through the State of Maina, 
through Houlton and Woodstock by a line 
already built across the river St. John, 
thence down the river to Gibson, opposite 
Fredericton, by a line already built, and 
thence to Moncton to join the Intercolonial 
by a line to be built. It is now proposed 
to give the road through to Maine a south. 
ern incline to join the existing Bangor line, 
thepos to Vanceboro’ on the existing line 
running to St. John, where, by the conatruc- 
tion of the bridge, close connection will be 
had with the existing Intercolonial line, 
Thence by existing lines, and by a bit of a 
line under construction. undor the subsidy 
granted last year,to the Strait of Oanso,s8e- 
parating the north shore proper from the 
island survey of Oape Breton, on which 
80 miles of railway are to receive $256,000 
of subsidy in order to carry the line to the 
port of Louisburg falls, the spot selected in 
the early history of this country by the 
French to guard the eastern end of athe 
great semi-circle of country, whose weatern 
end was the mouth of the Mississippi, With 
thia line finisnod under the subsidies to the 
Iniercolonial Railway Company, from 
Sherbrooke to the. weatern border of Maine 
and to the European and American Shore 
line through Oape Broton, the quickest 
route from the-eastern end of the Dominion 
to the capital will be an accomplished fact, 
80 far as Dominion pecuniary assistance can 
make itso, The rapid survey of

by which the great modern improyement of 
railways shall be made to dotheir best 
work for Oanada will suffice to show how 
intimately all these seomingly widely sep 

arated railways are connected with each 
other and form part of one great whule. No 
service to Canada could be imagined more 
important at this epoch in her history, aud 
the country has reason to congratulate itself 
that this important service, this finishing 
touch needed to bring harmony and ctnity 
to a system, up tothe present incomplete, 
can be secured by an expenditure of a little

HOW THE. DONWY BIIDES OF OLD WERKE 
ATTIRED 

Chatting a few evenings sinco with a 

charming vld lady of eighty years, and 


seated close beside her in & chimney corner 
whose capacious tireplace was aglow with a 
hickory blaze such as fow of this generation 
havo been fortunate enough to witoews and 
ebjoy, the current of social gowslp and 
reminiscence flowed into the domnuin of 
fashion, With a minutenoss of detail 
which oxhibited remarkable powers of 
memory, wo wore favored with a clearly 
defined description of the manners, cus- 
toms and provalent modes of dress of the 
doys ‘‘ when she was young and to the 
manor’ born,” three score years ago.

Its cost represented 
my saying for more than four years in 
butter and cheese making. ‘1 out and made 
it with my own hands, My pattern was 
the bridal dress of our pastor's wife, who 
the yaar before had come to usa young 
bride from the shores of Massachusetts 
Bay.” Holding up one of the sleeves, she 
said; *‘ Hore is & stain tipon the silk; one 
of my bridesmaids, in adjusting my modest’ 
home-made bridal veil, pricked her finger 
with anintrusive pin, and from the tiny 
wound fell a single drop of blood, of whioh 
this blemish is the sign and token.

The Industrial Census: 


The London Advertiser says that *‘ the 
industrial census which has recently been 
published does not indicate any improve- 
ment in the condition of the workingman. 
On the contrary, his position is obviously 
worse than it was before 1871. Acvording 
to the census of 1871, there were 187,942 
persens engaged in manufacturing pursuits, 
whose wages amounted to $40.85] ,009,and 
in 1881 there were 254,935 persons, tho 
sum of whose wages aggregated $49,429,- 

2, which shows a very large falling off in 
the average amount received by each.” 
There is an important inaccuracy in this 
statemont. The aggregate of wages paid 
in 1881 was $59,429,002, or exactly ten 
millions more than stated by the Advertiser, 
and the average wages por hand employed 
were $233 ll ip 1881, against $217.36 in 
1871, showing a satisfactory increase con- 
sidering the condition of business at the 
time of taking the recent census, There 
ia another fact of significance revealed by 
the census im relation to this subject. The 
total valueofthe product of industrial 
establishments in Oanada, in 187] was 
$221,617,773, and the value of raw material 
used and wages paid, $165,758,855, leaving 
a balance of $55,858,918 for expenses of 
management, rent, insurance, and all inci- 
dentals, or $297.24 per hand employed. In 
1781, the value of the product was $309,- 
676,068, and of raw material and waces, 
$239, 347,595, leaving a margin of $70,338, - 
478, or $275 90 per hand employed, for 
expenses and profits. There was, therefore, 
a decrease otf $21.31 per employeein the 
margin for expense and proht, of which 
$15 75 has been paidto workmen in the 
shape of wages, and the balance gained by 
consumers ia the shape of reduction in the 
price of the manufactured article over and 
above the decrease in the cost of the raw 
material. In the light of these facts it will 
be difficult to establish from the census 
figures relating to industries, that Oanadilan 
workingmen and consumoere do not stand in 
amore advantageous position to-day than 
they ocoupied in 1871. — Gazette.

Barly Bargains with the Indians. 


The disposition to cheat.and defraud the 
Indians hes been much exaggerated, dt 
least as regards the Eaglish settlers. The 
early Spanish invaders made no pretenco 
of buying one foot of land from the In- 
dians, whereas the English often went 
through the form of purchase, and very 
commonly put in<practioe-the reality. The 
Pilgrims, when in great distress at the very 
beginniig,took baskéte of corn from an 1n- 
dian grave, and paid for them afterwards. 
The year after the Massachusetts colony 
was founded, the court decreed : ‘“1t is 
Ordered that Jogias Plastowe shall (for 
stealing four baskets of corne from the In- 
disns) roturne them eight baskets» againe, 
be fined five ponds, aud hereafter called 
by the name of Josias, and not Mr., as 
formerly he used to be.” Asa mere mat- 
ter of pgliey, it was the general disposition 
of the English settlers to obtain lands by 
honest sale ; indeed,Governor Josiah Win- 
slow, of Plymouth, declared, in reference 
to King Philip’s War, that *‘ before theso 
present troubles broke out the English 
did not possess one foot of land in this 
colony but-what was ‘faitly obtained by 
honest purchase of the Indian proprietors.” 
This policy was quite general. Oaptain Wost 
in 1610 bought the site of Whatis now 
Richmond, Virginia, for some copper. The 
Dutch Governor Minuit bought the island 
of Manhattan in- 1626-for~ sixty gilders, 
Lord Baltimore’s company purchiased land 
for cloth, tools and trinkets ; the Swedes 
obtained the site of Ohriatianin for kettle; 
Rogers Williams bought the island of Rhode 
Island for forty fathoms ot white beads; 
and New Haven was sold to the whites in 
1638 for ‘twelve coats of English cloth, 
twelve alohemy spoons, twelve hoes, twelve 
hatchet8, twelve porringers twenty-four 
knives, and? twenty-four’ cages Of French 
knives and spoons.” Many other such pur- 
chases will be found recorded by Ur. Ellis, 
And though the price paid might often seem 
ludicrously small, yet we must remember 
that a knife ora batchet was reslly worth 
more to an Indian than many square miles 
of wild land ; while even the beads were a 
substitute for wampum, or wompom, which 
was their circulating medium in dealing 
with each other and with the whitos, and 
was worth in 1660 tive shillings « fathom,—

The present Marquis, Henry Charles 
Keith Fitzmaurice, succeeded his father in 
1866, and is the fifth of his family who has 
held the present title, it having been oreat- 
ed in 1784 by George ITI, He was born 
January 14, 1945, and is therefore now in 
his thirty-ninth year. Educated at Eton 
and Baliol College, Oxford, he graduated, 
and in 1868 commenced what bids fair for 
a brilliant career of public usefulness by 
being appointed a Commissioner of the Ex- 
chequer of Great Britain and of the Trea- 
sury of Irelend at the age of 23, which he 
held from 1868 to 1872. During Mr.Glad- 
atone’s firat Administration he was appoint- 
ed Under Secretary of War in 1872, and 
held the office till the Government went out 
inFebruary,1874. On Mr. Gladstone's second 
advent to power in 1880 he was appointed 
Under Secretary of State for India, an 
office which he did not retain very long. 
He was some time captain of the Wilts 
yeomanry cavalry, and is a magistrate for 
Wiltshire. In 1869 he married Lady Maud 
‘Evelyn Hamilton, youngest daughter of the 
Duke of Abercorn, and has two sons and 
two daughters living. His eldest child is a 
daughter; his oldest son is Henry William 
Esmond, known as the Earl of Kerry, and 
is ploven years of age. The family isa very 
old one, the earliest creation dating back 
to 1811, when the then representative 
of it was created first Baron Kerry, next 
Baron Lixnan, Henry Il. then reigning in 
England. The years 1722, 1751, 1773 saw 
additions to the roll of titles, when in the 
peerage of Ireland three titles were added, 
respectively Karl of Kerry and Viscount 
Clanmaurice, Vicount Fitzmaurice and 
Earl of Shelburne. In the rage of 
Great Britain he is Baron Wycombe, of 
Ohipping-Wycombe, Bucks (creation 1760) 
Earl of Wycombe and Viscount Oalne and 
Oalnestorn (1784), and Marquis of Lans- 
down in the County of Somerset. His 
family seata are Bowood Park, Calne, and 
Verreen, Kenmare, County Kerry, and his 
towa residence, 64 Berkley square, London 
W. Allied to the noble Duke of Abercorn 
the hoad of the noble house of Hamilton, by 
marriage With a daughter of tho present 
Duke, heis consequently connected with 
the hihest of Britain's aristocracy, and he 
is regarded as a young peer of great. pro- 
mise.

Concerning Stoves. 


Thosao in the Northorn States who tako 
down thoir stoves oxrly in May usually pay a 
penalty in sovoral days of discomfort, if not 
in actual illness, A yoar rarely paseos with. 
out bringing s cold etotm inthe tret half of 
June, when a firo is actually nocessary for 
health, Fortunate aro those who havo open 
Hiroplaces in their houses, in whioh durin any 
damp, chilly spoll, a emall fire of w oan 
be mado, and will be most aoveptable. Stoves 
whioh aro to be taken down may safoly bo 
loft to tho middlo of the present month 
Whon takon down thoy should b» thoroughly 
cleaned, both inside and ou’, aod if a pew 
lining or other ropairs aro nooded, now is the 
time to attend to this, Go over the outside 
of both stove and pipo with common stoyo: 
polish, whiob is plambago or black! lead, and 
avoid/all kinds ‘of varnish, The use of ‘the 
polish, thoroughly rubbed on'with a brush, 1a 
not for appearance moroly, but it formes thin 
film over thé iron, and provonts {t from be 
coming rusty. The pipe should havo all loose 
dust knocked out, and if it is neocons to 
soparate the joints, first mark them with chalk 
in guch a mannor that they can be readily put 
together seni. 6 Much of the proverbial an+ 
noyanos in putting up a stove is du 
nogleat of this simple precaution by ig hes 
parte, including logs, ~anoute—tre wrepp od 4 
ocarse paper, aid plaoéd invide of the stove 
before it is put away, not forgetting the poker, 
handles, aod whatever belongs with it. Stoves 
should always be stored in a dry, tight place, 
where water cannot accidentally reach them, 
It is a usefal precaution to wrap them in old 
bagging, or even newspapers.—Amvrican Ag- 
ricullurist for June, :

regulation of the liquor traftio in all the 
provinces, Long before the subject was 
presented for the consideration of Puarlia« 
ment the Grit press began the work of 
trying to influence public opinion against 
interference with the existing order of 
things,their object being to retain for their 
party in Ontario the vast political influence 
and patronage connected with tho traflic, 
Ww they had seized under the Crooks 
Aot. Thelr attack was begun by the asser- 
tion that Sir John A. Macdonald had,in an 
interyiew with the deputation representing 
those engaged in the trade, promised to 
remove the Saturday night closing restric. 
tlon. This was promptly and authoritative- 
ly denied both by the deputation and by 
Sir John, after the Toronto Auxiliary 
of the Dominion Alliance had placed itself 
in a humiliating position by accepting the 
Globe's false assortions as truth and founded 
an unwise resolution thereon. Next, an 
effort was made to arouse the liquor dealers 
against Dominion control by the assertiqn 
that there would betwo sets of fees to pay. 
Sir John squelohed this untruth by stating 
that the power to impose fees rested with 
the Provinolal Legislatures, Again, the 
authority of the Dominion was called into 
question ; but this objection was settled 
by the opinion of Sir John given in 1873, 
by that expressed by Mr. Bethune—a Grit 
atid a good lawyer—in the Legiblature in 
1876, and finally and conclusively by the 
jadgment of the Judicial Committee of 
the (imperial) Privy Council, in the case of 
Charles Russell vs. The Queen, delivered 
on the 23rd of June, 1882, to the following 
effect : 


“* With regard to the first of these classes, No. 
9, it is to be observed that the power of granting 
licenses is not assigned to the Provincial Legisla- 
tures for the purposes of regulating trade, but in 
order to the rai of revenue for provincial, 
local, or niunic) 2 


Following this came the proposal of the 
Government to refer the whole subject to 
a Committees upon which the Opposition 
was given & fair representation of their 
ablest. mon, and the refusal oi Mr. Blake 
and his followers to serve on that Commit- 
tee for the grossly partizan reason, as stated 
by Mr. Ossgrain, that “‘it was not the duty 
of the Opposition to assist the Government,” 
Next came the ‘‘ Star Chamber” accusation, 
which is disposed of by the fact, that but 
for the refusal of the Opposition to act upon 
the Committee, they would have been fully 
acquainted ‘with all that was being done, 
and have assisted in framing the bill to be 
submitted to Parliament. Successive as- 
sertions were next made that the Commit- 
tee were working in the interest of the 
liquor dealers; but the untruth of those 
statementa was made manifest by such 
strong journalistic advocates of temperance 
as the Christian Advocate and the Canada 
Casket, which censured the Opposition for 
their refusal to act on the Committee. 
Lastly came the assertion of the chief organ 
of the Opposition that Sir John was about 
to decree free-trade in whiskey. The an- 
swer to this mendacious statement is con- 
tained “in the bill, which the Hamilton 
Tribine—a strong advocate of temperance 
—declares to be more strongly restrictive 
than the Crooks Act. To the same effect 
fs the following resolutions, which were 
passed atavery large meeting of the To- 
ronto Auxiliary of the Dominion Alliance ;

That whereas clause 68 of the draft of the 
proposed Liquor Traffic bill provides that ‘* no 
shop license shall be grented to any persdn to 
sell liquors in any store, shop, place or premises 
where ries or other merchandise are sold or 
ex for sale, or in any store, place or pre- 
mises connected by any internal communication 
with such first-mentioned store, shop, place or 
premises,” and whereas it has been reported 
aoe the city press that this enactment shall 
not take place until the year 1590, this meeting 
urges that these are the strongest reasons why 
such w concession should not be made to the 
present holders of shop licenses. To provide 
that rs’ licenses shall not be prouibited 
until 1890 will be to give a seven years’ leare to 
the holders of such iloenses, thereby recogniz ng 
ayested interest in the liquor traflic which does 
not exist by right, and would prevent the opera 
tion of public opinion, which is now in favor of 
the immediate repeal of all shop licenses, J. «., 
the total separation of the sale of liquor from 
other commodities, 


The above resolutions are eminently 
satisfactory. The first expresses strong 
Spproval of the measure as a whole, whilst 
the second simply asks for m greater ro- 
striction than is at prosont imposed—a 
restriction which the Provincial authorities 
have not oxpreased apy intention of pro- 
poring, but which the bill submitted to 
Parliament proposes to bring into operation 
soven years henoy,

EDITORIAL BREVITIBS. 

It is nothing at all unusual for Grit or- 
gans malicloualy to porvort facts in order to 
cover up the blunders of their leaders; nei- 
ther is it an unknown thing for the Grit 
journalist’s belief in the infallibility of the 
Ontario Government to lead him into mak- 
ing most astonishing blunders of fact. In- 
stance the assertion of the Globe that Sir 
John A. Macdonald was about to decree 
free trade in whiskey, and the further as- 
sertion thatthe Rivers and Streams bill 
provided snflicient compensation for private 
interests affected by it—an assertion which 
even Mr. Blake was obliged to combat in his 
speech before the Grit Oonvention at  To- 
ronto. Now we give the Globe the choice 
as to whether it will take the belt as cham- 
pion perverter or champion blunderer. 


Mr. Blake snubbed his chief organ 
dreadfully in the House on the night of the 
the 2lst. The opinion of the Globe on the 
local option clause of the License Act was 
cited, when the leader of the Opposition 
said---acoording to the Mail's report—** lt 
is not of much consequence what the opini- 
ons of the newspaper referred to are.”” And 
the members received the declaration with 
a “ hear hear,” 


The appointment of Mr. Gordon Brown 
as Registrar of the Surrogate Ooart. is 
semi-ofticially announced. The position is 
worth between $2,000 and $4,000 a year. 
Thus is Mr, Brown—a journalist whose 
usefulness was supposed by the present 
managers of the Grit party to have depart- 
ed—shelved at the public expense, and his 
mouth closed to prevent revelations which 
would have been highly injurious to the 
party. 


There is absolutely no exoltement and 
in fact very little interest inthe public 
mind regarding the Hanlan-Kennedy soull- 
ing race, which is to take place at Point of 
Pines, near Boston, on the 30th inst. The 
reason is that Hanlan’s victory is re- 
garded by most people as a foregone 
conclusion, and that the race is not for 
atukes put up by or on behalf of the res- 
pective parties, but fora purse offered by 
8 speculative railway company.

Certainly on 
public form the contestants are not in the 
ame class, but surprises are not unfrequent, 
and,as we take;Kennedy to bo a better onrs- 
man then he has yet shown himself to be in 
public, he may give the champion a hard 
race, 


The announcement made by the Promier 
that Parliament will be called together not 
later than the 15th of January in each year 
hereafter will be very. satisfactory to mem- 
bers. The country is growing rapidly aud 
the time acquired for legislation grows with 
it, hence, the early meeting of Parliament 
will enable members to utilize part of the 
dull season and to return to their homes at 
a convenient period, 


The independent Montreal Star does not 
like Mr. Mowat’s failure to fill the con 
stitutionally vacant offico of Provinoial 
Treasurer. It says : 

Mr. Mowat has made a mistake {n not fillin 
the place of Provincial ‘Treasurer of Ontario 
sooner, It is true that the resignation of Mr: 
Wood was only announced a -few days ago, but 
it fs an open secret that he ceased to be a mem- 
ber of the ministry several months ogo, and he 
has been engaged in priyate enterprises for some 
time, and as he did not seck re-election during 
the late elections in any constituency he haa ac- 
tually been the holder of a portfolio without the 
right to sit in the legislature,—and all this un- 
der representative government, 

Mr. Mowat’s so-called ‘ mistake” is, 
there is good reason to believe, the fear of 
opening ® constituency, Probably if Mr, 
Ferris should be unseated, the oftice will 
be conferred upon him, in the hope that his 
re-election will thereby be secured, 


Tho Montreal Witness does not join in 
the denunciation which its Grit confreres 
have showered upon the License Act. It 
says: ‘* Tho clause dosling with the hours 
of closing is an excollent one so far as any 
clause not closing up liquor polling estab- 
lishments at all hours can bo anid to be 
excellent. So far as Quebeo is concerted 
this clause prohibits the sale of liquor four 
hours oarlier on Saturday evening than at 
present, The clause being taken from tho 
Ontario License Act, which the Bill follows 
quite closely in many respects, will not

Mackenzie on Wednesday night, May 16th, 
prior to-the ex-Premier’s departure for 
England. 

Mr. Mackenzie withdrew previous to the 
commencement of the revolutionary pro- 
ceedings, but before doing so is said to have 
declared “his sympathy with the project of 
Independence. It has been alleged, but 
the statement haa’been denied, that the 
toast of the Queen’s health was omitted. 
However, in introducing the toast ‘‘ Can- 
ada our Oonntry,” the chéirman (Mr. 
Dorion) is reported by the Herald—the 
Liberal organ—as saying : 


‘The President in proposing the first toast, 
that of “Canada, our Country,” said he pm- 
pe toast with the hope they would soon 

able todtink to its indepeudence and its 
standing asa nation. ( Applause.) It would 
be uscleas to dissimulate thata great destiny 
awaited Canada and that she would yet occupy 
an important position among the nations of the 
worid.. (Applause.) But they could never 
occupy this position while Canada was simply a’ 
colony of Great Britain ; to be a great country 
they would have to be independent. (Lond ap- 
plause.)

But tho matter had at an carlior 
date engaged the attention of John A. 
Roebling of Trenton, N.J.,the distinguishod 
engineer, who thirty years ago was the ovly 
member of his prefoasion in the United 
Statos having athorough practical know- 
ledge of the suspension system of bridging. 
He firat became interested in the subject 
of bridging the East River, acoording to 
a member of his family, in 1853, In the 
month of February in that yoar ho was 
detained with his wife and son, Washington, 
then a lad of fifteon years, on a ferry boat 
n tho ast rivorfor soveral hours, while the 
boat drifted about helplesaly in the foo. He 
is said to have resolved at that time to build 
a bridge across the river. Not long aftor- 
wards a lotter from him disoussing the feaal- 
bility of the project wes published. The 
project slumbered until 1865, at which time 
Roebling was engaged in building the Cov- 
ington and Olncinnati suspension bridge. 
In that year, Oliver R. Ingersoll, of Brook- 
lyn, addressed a letter to Mr. Roobling ask 

ing for an estimate of the cost of a suspen 

Accord- 
ing to testimony given by Mr, Ingersoll 
before a committee of the Legislature, he 
receiyed a letter from Mr, Roebling in 1866,

000,000 An scot baving been obtained in 
1867, Mr. Roebling was appointed chief en 
gineer of the company, with his eon Wash- 
ington A. Roebling, as assistant. The 
work of construction was begun on January 
3rd, 1870. The older Roebling, who will 
be remembered alsoas the designer and 
engineer of what we are acoustomod to call 
**the bridge,” across the Nisgara river, 
died from the effects of an injury received 
ata fire which destroyed someof the caissons. 
His son succeeded him ; but he too met 
with an accident which has contined him 
to his room for years, though the work has 
gone on under his directions. 

The total length of the bridge is 5,989 
feet. The length of the river span is 1,595 
feet, and at the centre it will be 135 feet 
above high water in summer, and 138 feet 
in winter, the difference being caused by 
the effect of the heat and cold on the ateel. 
The wind blowing at a velocity of 160 miles 
an hour would not hurt the bridge. The 
greatest velocity of the wind hero is 76 
miles an hour. The centre of the suopend- 
ed structure is 15 feet higher than the 
roadways of the towers. Not over threo 
per cent of the vessels that enter the port 
would have toatrike thelr top masta in 
passing under the bridge. From anchorago 
to anchorage the bridge is 3,460 feet long, 
and the total weight of the suspended 
structure is 17,780 tens. The cables,Chivf 
Engineer Roebling says, are atrong enough 
to pull up the anchorages, which weigh 
60,000 tons each. ~The bridge isto be 
lighted by 100 electric lights.

A Trip to the North-West, 


PROGRESS ON BOTH AIDES OF THE Link, 


T'o the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

My Dear Sin:—Saoh a deep intorost is 
manifested ia the North-Wést by my tollow 
cltizens, aud #0 many enquliies mado, that I 
deem it advisable, in a very brief way, to 
montion aome facts which came to my nottloe 
on a recent visit, 

The cities of St. Paul and Minneapo''s are 
making giant etridos in tho race of progress, 
In one yoar both citios have grown enormous. 
ly, bat Minnoapolis is distancing St. Paul. 
The great backbone of Minneapolis fu ite water 
power, which drives some sixteon flour m!l!s, 
and a nombor of common aaw m''ls—onoe flour 
rolll mauufactaring 5,000 bris, of flour dr'ty. 
But fow yoara wi!! elapse before the two cities 
will be upited, and form one of the grandest 
cities on the continent, Tho:> are many Ca- 
nadiene in both citles, and ia Mioneapolls they 
bayo a Canadian Society, whioh Society hes 
as its organ a yory spirited and oleverly edited 
nowspaper, A fow places along tho St. Paul 
& Minneapolis Railroed have developed won- 
dorfully, chiefly Fergus Fa''s and Crookston, 
wator powor fn Loth places being the chief 
oasuso, 

Emerson is growirg, but not with tho rapid- 
ity of msny places in Dakobw ahd Minnosota, 
A groat deal of tho land a'ong the Railway 
from Emerson to Winnipog we, at the time 
of my visit (the last of Apr!'), very wet. Oo- 
casionally well caltivated farms could b» seen, 
but the quantity of wet lend is astonishing. 

Winnipeg is passing through a orits. The 
muhicipal mansgement is pronounced very 
bad, indeed jn many respects could scarcely 
bo worse, and unlerss immed'ste stops are 
taken tho olty will be placed in a bad stato 
finanolally, ~The olty seems bitien with the 
mania for buildmy. No desuiption of mine 
could give an adequate ides of the rats with 
which buildiog is progresring. Merny bu''d- 
ings of great cost and some of much beauty 
aro buing built. It would bo difficult to find 
in many large cities a blook eque! in any re- 
pect to that erected on Ma‘n street by Hon. 
Mr, Cauchon. Splendid blocks and hotels 
have been constracted on Majin and Pijnoras 
streete, Very much of the buildiogs, howevor, 
is of an infejlor class, There are now quite a 
nomber of vacant houses, still rents are very 
bigh. Amsny freme house with six rooms 
rents at from $35 to 240 por month. A young 
geatleman frem Belleville, who is mariicd 
and lives ioa hous» suche> lest desciibcl, 
informed methat he prid $600 per year for 
his house, and although he kept no servant 
and had no children, yet it cost bim $1,600 
pear year to live, Now opera house, City 
Hall and other public buildings are boing 
built, 

Real eatate is dull, very few purchrsers, 
more sellors, Dry goodd men have imported 
too largely and are suffering therefrom ; 
stooks are being slaughtered. People as yet 
are not giving their attentien.to growing 
vegetables end garden staff, and a vast trade 
is done in o:nned vegetables, Time will of 
course oure thie, 

Ihave more confidence than eyerin the 
tuture of the city. Pilces of land must come 
down, and rents fall, then the city wi!l pri- 
gress, There are many manufactures, and 
more constently starting, If a large number 
of cheap houses, which would rent from $10 
to $12 per month, were constructed, there 
would be an inflax of mechanics and «thers, 
Aa it is now, there are a greyt many cabins of 
one room whore two or more persons cook for 
themselves, and livein a veiy filthy state. 
They cannot pay the-bigh rents and are com- 
pelled to do the next best thing. 

Emigrants generally stopa fewdays at 
Winvipog and then they obey the univerzal 
practice in that country—they go weet. The 
great effort seome to be to get aw far west as 
possible : 

I travelled one hundred miles west of Winni- 
pég,to the then terminus of the O. P.R., Mooze 
Jaw. There are forty three stations between 
Winnipeg and Moose Jaw, some of them 
boasting a station house, and a couple of cen- 
vars tonts, other growing with startling ra- 
pidity. 

I had heard much about Regine I mot 
but one person who had a good word for  Re- 
gina and he wes a Jand egent and lived there, 
I must exy that 1 was surprise’ and startled 
at its rapid growsh. A place of afew weeks 
age containing several handréds of houses and 
exhibiting every indication of prosperity. No 
doubt the situatton wes illy, chosen—a fist 
prairle—surrounded by excellent land, some 
of which is heavy and wet. Kegina, however, 
has what all towns must have, unless thoy 
possess oxtraordinary naturel advantages, 
backing. Big men are interested, and it wil 
very likely grow. 


Forty: two miles west from Regina ie» the 
most lovely spot for a city that 1 have scon 
in the prairie country, Mooso Jaw—a_ perfect 
level as far as the eye can see east ond 
west or north or south, besttiful hills gently 
sloping from the yalley. On the south side 
the Moose Jaw Creek of cloar, sweet water 
and the railroad in the distance towards ‘the 
wost the beauteous blue of distant moustairs 
osn be seen, All it requires is a neigtiboriog 
forest to make it one of tho most charming. 
places to bo found in the far west, The Jand 
surrounding is of the very best, lt wae two 
mouths old at the time of my visit, and ovor 
one hundred honses erected, Hore was ovi- 
dently one of the favorite haunts of the 
buffalo. Their deep trail is yet to be seen 
where they oam» down the hills and orossed 
the valley to the water, and their 
bones whiten the prairie, The land from 
Winnipeg to Moore Jaw is nearly all lovel 

rairle, Occasionally it rolls, but_very littlo. 
Riane sandy tracts are crossed, but nearly all 
the land seéms to bo of the very best desorip- 
tion. Very little wood {s to be seen, and water 
in abundant. Coulies and smalllakes abound, 
If our friend and veteran] sportsman Jadge 
Jollott was to make the trip, at some of the 
lakes he would certainly pu!l the cheok and 
got out of the trainto shoot ducks, as their 
mombere exceeded anything I had ever heard 
or imagined, : 

What is to become of the thousends of poor 
emigrants who are spreading over that yet 
country? Thisisn problem that I groatly 
fear noxt winter will solye but too -roadily. 
Unleca provided with homes and neresiharel 
implement», end food and fuel, to lest until 
they harvest thelr first crop, they must etarvo 
and freezo, or depond on tho ¢ mitt of tho' 
neichbors. These prairies, while. t! oy yleld 
good land, are vast plaing, aod the blizzards 
aro fearfal to encounter, unloss well supplied 
with fovlend shelter, Many of these pooplo 
are living in tonts, with no implements, hor es 
or oxon, end ppparontly moneylors, What is 
to be thoir fatare? Every of zn of the Do- 
minion {fs interested in poop!'ng onr North 
Wiat end ought touphold the Goveramont 
in thoir offorts to attract imm'qration, but it 
is a tromondous tek to undor/ake t> crvo for 
tho immigrants proporty, aud unlecs this 
country {4 prepared to do so, I fear there will 
be much sufferlog and depriva‘ion 

Tho boautiful faved that lio around Portage 
La Prario, oxhibiting tho highest) dogrco of 
cultivation, show what the groat North West 
will shortly bo—lends threo yorrs ago barren 
prario now cqualling in every respoct, save 
buildings, the finest farms in Sidney end 
Thurlow. Portago La Prarlo is sald to bo flat 
and dull jast now. When a now railroad is 
atartod tho citizens oxpoot a boom,

The importance to the residents of this 
olty of the éxtousion northward of the 
North Hastings Railway—to a juno- 
tion with the Canadian Pacifico Ratlway, 
if that be possible—ia too well under- 
stood to require enforcement nowadays. 
The project has languished because of the 
fact that no aid could be expected from tho 
Ontario Government, which after lavishivg 
the’publio™ funda in accordance with poli- 
tical exigencies, in a manner which was 
soyerely condemned by so eminent an 
suthority as Mr, Sandford Fleming, found 
an empty treasury staring them in the 
face, and no money to spare for assisting 
railways which ought to have been aided, 
to the exclusion of many political lines fat 
were liborally bonused. : 

Now life has, however, been infused into 
the project by the liberal polioy of the Do- 
minion Government in subsidizing » num- 
ber of railways, and there is now & strong 
hope that at the next session of Parliament 
the extension of the North Hastings line 
may be similarly encouraged, provided the 
project be pressed with a sufticient degree 
of vigor upon the attention of the Govern- 
ment. »+ ; 

he Madoo Review, in its last issue, deals 
with this subject ina strong and suggestive 
editorial. Our contemporary urges that it 
is the interest of Madoc to do all that can 
be done to forward this project ; for, it says;

We want the ‘ will,’ a hearty, united ‘will’ 
and if can be done. Itis nota question of 
politics. There is politics in if, but it is poli- 
tical economy for and inou most material 
interests. Inthe past the Ontario Govern- 
ment hayé given large sums to aid railways, 
but have now stopped giving such aid, -It 
would be foreiga to our sybjeot to discuss the 

whys and wherefores here ; sufficient to point, 
out that-such ald has been atopped. Someone 
may ask, ‘will not the Central Ontario meet 
all the requirements of the couatry ?’ Wa 
think not, eapecially for Madoc, As wo said 
before, that road is not being built for the 
general development of the back country, but 
a the interests of a private corporation 
that is going to make it pay and work 
in their own interests. What Madoc wants 
is connection with the back country, and 
what the back wants country is a road 
that will develop all its resources, whioh con- 
sist of agricultural products, timber, and 
minerals, Sudh s road.we believe oan be got 
by an extension of the B, & N. H., with the 
d that may be got from the Dominion Goy- 
ernment and backed up by the Grand Trunk. 
We have interviewed our locsl member, Mr. 
Wood, and he is our authority for stating that 
the Grand Trgnk will take'the matter up as 
coon as assured of the same aid ai given by 
the Government to local zoads in other Pro-

Address to the Governor.General 


HIS EXCELLENOY’S REPLY. 


Oirawa, May 25.—The memb »re of the Sen- 
ate and the Houee of Commons assembled in 
the Sonate chamber at three o’alook yesterday 
afternoon, when Sir John Maodonald read the 
address to tho Governor-Generat, passed by 
the two Honses, $0 which His Excellency 
made the following reply :— 

Howoraaie Gentismen.—No higher per* 
sonal honor oan be received by a public man 
than that which io this address you have been 
pleased to acoord to me. In asking you to 
acospt my gratitude I thank you also for your 
words regarding the Princess, whose affection 
for Canads fally equals mine, It will bo my 
pride and daty to aid you in the fature to the 
utmost of my power, Now that the pre- 
arranged term of our residence among you 
draws to its end, and the happiest five years 
I have eyer known are nearly speut, it is my 
fortune to look baok on a time during which 
all domestio trouble has boen avoided, our 
friendsbip with the great neighboring Repub- 
lio has been sustained, and an uninter:upted 
prosperity hes marked the advance of the 
Dorbinion. In no other land bave thelaxt seven- 
teen years, the space of time which has elaps- 
ed aigce your federation, witnessed such pro- 
gress, Other countries have their territories 
enlarged and their destinies determined by 
trouble and war, but no blood has statoed 
the bonds which have koit together your free 
aud order loving population, and yet in this 
period, ao brief in the life of a nation, you have 
attained to a union whose characteristics from 
soa to soa are the samo, 

A jadioature above suspicion, self-governing 
communities, entrusting to a strong central 
government all national interests, the tolera- 
tion of all faiths, with favor to nono,a franchise 
recogvizing the rights of labor by the exclu. 
alon only of the idler, the maintenance of a 
government not privileged to oxist for any 
fixed term, but ever susceptible to the change 
of public opinion, snl ever open through a re- 
sponsible ministry to the scrutiny of the people 
—these are the features of your rising power. 
Finally, you present the spectacle of a nation 
already possessing the means to make its posi- 
tion respected by its resourcesiu men avail- 
able at sea or on land, May these never be 
required, exoept to gather the harvests, the 
bounty of God, so lavishly bestowed upon 
you. Tho spirit, however, which made your 
fathers resist oncroachments on your so!l and 
liborties, is with you now, anc it is as cortein 
to-day as it was formyrly that you are realy 
fo take on yourselves she neceseary burden to 
ensure the permanence of your laws and icsti- 
tutiens, 

You have the power to make treaties on 
your own responsibility with foreign nations, 
and your High Commissioner is associated for 
purposes of negotiation with the Foreign 
Office, You are not the subjéots, but the free 
allies of a great country, which gave you 
birth, and is ready with all ite eneryy to be 
the champlon of your interests. Standing side 
by side Canada and Great Britain work to- 
gether for the common advancement of each 
other, It is the recognition of this which 
makes such an ocoasion as tho present signifi. 
cant, Personal tice, however, to individuals, 
are of no public moment ; these may be happy 
or unhappy accidents. But the satisfaction 
experienced from the condition of the connec- 
tion now subsisting botweon the old and the 
new lands can be affected by no porsonal avoi- 
dent. 

I therefore rejoice that again it has beea 
your determination toshow that Canada re- 
mains as firmly rooted as over in love of that 
froo union which ensuros to you and to Great 
Britain equal advantage, Wichout it the 
maintenance of your institutions and nataral 
aatonomy would not be allowed to enduro for 
twelve months, wh'le the loss of the alliance 
of the communities whioh were once tho de- 
pendencles of Englaad would be a very severe 
blow to our commerce and renown. J thank 
you once more for your words, whioh shall be 
dear to me forever, and may the end of the 
torm of each public seryant who fills with you 
the office which constitutes him at once your 
obief magistrate and the ropresontative of a 
united nmpire boa day for pronouncing ia 

favor of « freo national, Governmont,defonded 
by such imperial alliance,

A Description of ,Peace River. 


From tho date of tho at.ival of the party 
at the mouth of Smoky river, on the 22nd of 
Jane, 1882, until the middle of July, the woa- 
thee wea dry and hot, From the middle of 
July until tho middle of August thore wore 
frequent heayy showors, bat with vory little 
thunder and Jightning. After the middle of 
August there wri no ya'n, and the woathor 
wei warm until the Logioo'ng of Octotor, 
Tho|whest at Danvegan, raised on the niyer 
flat 709 feot below the level of the country, 
we out in tho lattor end ot Augast. It was 
ack gine f sip ead the yiold was oxoollent. 
Oorn sipened e!->, Lottuce, oabbage, pota- 
toes, oartote, bsets, tarnips, and othor voge- 
tablos did wo)' ‘Lhore was a ttle snow and 
{rout in the errly part of Octobar, but thetirat 
frost to do eny great damage coourred in the 
latter ond of October. At that time some 
potatoes which bad beon dug but left uncoy- 
ered at Danvegan were demaged, but others 
in the same condition eight m'les back of Dun- 
vegan on the upland, were un'njored. Potato 
tops have never beon knowa to te frozon be- 
fore they were ripe. The snow cxme cariior 
than usual last fa!l, commencing about the 5th 
November. The river froze up about the let 
of December, About that time there were two 
weeks of very covere we thor ; ton days before 
Christtnes a Obinook wind lowered the: snow 
considerably ; there were othor mild winds pf. 
ter Now Year's, but on the whole the weather 
was cold until the middle of Februery; consid. 
erable snow fe'l, there were no heavy storms, 
The H.B, Co’y have 75 hond of hors>s rapoty, 
neat Dunvegen, mostly ‘n gecd condition. 
They kept eight horses hauling fish from 
Smoky river to Dunvegan, a distance of 60 
miles, all winter, without any feed but what 
they pawed for, Cattle aro stabled at night, 
but let out daring the day. The gurface of the 
coustry tetwcen the forks of Smoky river and 
Danyvegan, on the north eide,is undulating but 
not broken, rnd rives graduplly towards the 
north, ‘There are many ema'l bluffs of poplar 
and sprace scattered here and there which 
give a park Jike appearance to the region. The 
trail crosses several springs creoks sud passes 
close to the heais of seyeral more which 
empty nto the Peace, The valleys of these 
oresks are generally timtored with spruce, 
There is a considerable growth of fea vine 
and vetohes on the upland, anda traveller cen 
make the sixty miles from Smoky river to 
Dunyegan without wetting bis fcet,as the tre'l 
does not pess through apy swamps, 
There is conviderable, good birch rlong the 
river. Saskatoon berries aro very plentifal 
aud aré gathered by the Indians in immense 
quantities, who dry them tor Winter use, 
Whendried they yery much resemb'e the 
currants of commerce. Strawberries, resp- 
borrics, gooséberrics, and black and réd cur- 
rants are also yery plentiful, First olsss hops 
are grown at Danvegen, but they are not 
found wild Wild oherries grow half as large 
as tame ones andinimmenrse quentities, ro- 
sembling branches of grapes in appearance, 
The Indians pound these up, stones ani all, 
before drying them. 

At the time of the arrival of the party at 
the mouth of Smoky river the Poace was so 
high that it was dangerous to attempt to cross 
the river with the one ox whic they had left, 
and they laid untilthe 12th of July betore 
crossing. They commencéd putting up hay at 
onoe at Burnt River,eighteen miles from Dun- 
vegan, and putup ten tons of both swamp 
and uplend hay, They finally located about 
nine miles east of Dunvegan, near the trail, 
and put up ten tons more there, They then 
procured aterm of oxen from the English 
Church Mission-establishment and broke up 
fifteen sores of lard. They found tho Jand 
easy to break. Thetop soil was black muck 
with no appearance of sand, from ten inches 
toa foot in depth, Underneath this was ten 
or fiftzen feet of dark gray clay, and then 
a layer of gravel contaiding water. Thcse 
strata were exposed in the bank of a ravine 
near the farm, in which aepring rose, When 
the ploughing was finished they put up a house 
which they occupied all winter. From tho 
house they could see a range of hills about 
thirty miles distant on the south side of the 
river which forms the northera boundary of 
what is known as the Grand prairie. 

Lloyd left Dunvegan on the 29th of Febru- 
ary, in company with an Indian who carried 
the H, B, Co, packet on his back. Lloyd had 
a pack of about seventy pounds. They 
tramped to Leaver Slave Lake post,a distance 
of 140 miler, in five days on snowshoes, carry- 
ing their packa. They would have taken six 
days, but thoy made tho last day’s journey at 
night as they were outof grub. Five dog 
trains, with five H. B, Co, men, one of 
Thompson’s survey party and Lloyd, brought 
the packet on to Kdmonton intwelve days. 
The snow warthree fect deep most of the 
way and the track had to be broken for the 
dogs until Sturgeon river was reached, The 
snow was soft and damp, and travelling very 
difficult, Slave Lake river was open for 
about five miles at the end of the lake, and a 
large flock of ducks were there when the 
party passed.— Winnipeg Free Press,

In 
committees ho stated his ducided ‘preference to 
having.no.Jiquors sold even fur that’ |,urpose, 
as he thought it would not by a great hard- 
ship for guests to rapply themselves on Satur- 
day night Then camo the option of selling 
at all hours on Sucday or of restricting it to a 
certaic number of hours, and of course ag be- 

tween those two he chveo to have it restricted 
to three hours rather than tohave it extend 
all through the day, . That was his position, 
and that was what he stated. He had _ noth- 
ing to do in the House with what nowspapers 
had sald about him outside, and he would not 
have trouvled the House with the mattor at 
all, only that he wished to set’ himself right 
with the public,

FATAL RESULT OF A STRIKE 


Strikers and Mob Fire on the 
Militia. 


The Fire Returned—Several Rio- 
ters Wounded, 


BeLLevitus, Ille,, May 29.—When tho troops 
fired on the rioters at the Reiaoke mine, last 
evoning, the latter fled and the troops chased 
thom five hundred yards, the strikora soattor- 
ing into the woods, A striker namod Jno. 
Rymor had his head riddled with bullets and 
another was picked up wounded, It is be- 
lioved many other rioters were wounded, 
Thirty-seven rioters wore arrosted at 9 o’olook, 
The women disporsed at the firat aight of tho 
militia, Ono militiaman wasalightly wounded. 
Only two revolvers wore found on the prison- 
ers, one had two shells exploded and the other 
ono, Tho prisoners will bo prosecuted under 
the etstate agasiast riotous conduct. 

Groat excitement prevailed in Belleville, 
Altor parading tho streets to tho tap of a dram 
the strikers held » mass meeting at the Court 
House at which 500 were present, The spoak- 
ers denounced the action of tho militia in fir- 
ing onthe miners, The exact number of 
miners hurt in the fight was not ascertained, 
but the followiag is the bost authenticated 
list : Fred. Hoffmaster, glass blowor, killed, 
shot through,the head ; Wm, Starkley, shot 
through the head andhip, will die; James 
Blanchard, wounded in tho side,dangorously ; 
Martin Carroll, wounded slightly. 

Tho prisoners held in the camp of the Ed- 
wardevilleo Compasy at the miue of the Tay- 
lorville & Vurdin Companios, left late in the 
evening for home, but, it is ramored, are to 
hold themselves in readineea to move to Col- 
Unsville this morning, whore trouble is anti- 
cipated, When tse mob fired on the soldiers 
two thirds of them were still in tho cars, Dep- 
uty Sheriff Anthony ordered Col, Barkley to 
give the word to fire, and th» Colonel shouted 
his order, -A volley was then poured into the 
minors, They retreated end returned the 
tire, when the second volley went. 

Aftor the first volley the mon and women 
scattered like sheep, and went helter skelter 
through gullies and ravioes.. Col. Barkloy’s 
instructions were to take his orders from the 
Sheriff in whatever county the soldiers wore 
stationed. There were wery about 500 men 
and 100 womenin the mob, The Deputy 
Sheriff was addressing them whon the firet 
shot was fired, and the fight immediately be- 
gan. 500 shots wore exchanged.

ing liquors and the issue of lioonses thorefor 
has necessarily attracted great attontion 
both among those who deal in spirituous 
liquors and among temperance mon. ‘The 
provisions of'the Act as finally passed and 
assented to by the Governor-General, will 
therefore, be read with intorest and accord- 
ingly we give a resume of the Act. 

The preamble of the bill is os follows :-— 
** Whereas it is desirable to regulate the 
traftio in the sale of intoxicating liquors,and 
it is oxpedient that the law respecting the 
same should be uniform throughout tho 
Dominion, and that provision should be 
made in regard thereto for the better pre- 
servation of peace and order; therefore 
her Mojosty, by and withthe advice and 
consent of the Sénate and House of Oom- 
mons of Canada enacts, eto.” “Upon these 
broad and comprehensive grounds the Goy- 
ernment adopted the bill. 

1, The firat clause states that the Act 
may be cited as the Liquor License Act, 
1883. 

2. The second clause is the ordinary in- 
terpretation clause. According to ~ it, 
‘* Board”. mesns'the Board! of Licenke 
Commisstoners ; ‘* District” “méans a Li- 
cense District; “ Electors”’ means those 
entitled to vote at an election tor a mem- 
ber of the House of Commotis ; ** Taspep- 
tor” means an inspector of licensed pre- 
mises, aud inclades every person having 
the authority of such inspector; ‘‘ Jus- 
tice,” or “* Justices,” means justice of the 
peace ; ‘* Hovel ‘Licehse,” means a» license’ 
authorizing the holder thereof to sell and 
dispose, under the provisions of. this Act,

9. The ninth clause provides that the 
board'shall hold a meeting during the 
mouth of February, 1884, to regulate tho 
conditions aud qualifications of applicants 
for hotel, saloon, and shop liconses,to regu- 
lato the hotels, saloon, and shop to be li- 
oonsed, and to tix the datios and powors of 
the Inspectors.

not less than one gallon, or two bottles of 
not leas than three half-pints, each, at one 
time at the place of manufacture, Nor to 
any person holding a liconse as an auction- 
eer, relling liquor at public auction in 
quantities of not less than two gallons at 
apy One time. le ihe : 

4. The fourth clause relates to license 
diatrigts, which are. to be established by the 
Governor-in-Council, who also has power to 
alter aud redetine thesame, Ag fer as 
possible such license districts are to be co- 
termirfous with existing aid future Sounties, 
or electotel distriéts or citics. 

6. Tho fifthiclause deals with the license 
commissionera, /This board is to be com- 
posed of three persons for each loenke 
district, the first of whom is to bo, in the 
provinoe of On 
or a junior judge of a cpunty, as may be 
selected by the Governor-in-Oouncil. In 
Quebec he isto be either the judge ofa 
Judicial District, a judye of Sessions of the 
Peace, the Prothonotary, or a registrar of 
deeds, as the Goyernor-in-Council may 
appoint; in British Columbia such one of the 

ges as the Governor-in-Oouncil may 
ones in the other provinces, the same as 
alii Ontario. ; ‘ { 

The ‘second commissioner ia to be the 
warden of the county or meyor of the city- 
Where thore is both a warden and a mayor 
having jucisdiction within the license dis- 
trict, the warden is to be the second com- 
missioner, 

Tho third commissioner is to be appoint- 
ed by the Governor-in-Oouncil, and is to 
hold office for one year, The judge is to be 
chairman of the board, and two commis- 
sioners to be a quorum. 

6. The sixth clause deals with license in- 
spectors, Of whom 4 clilef inspector and one 
or more inspectors are to be appointed by 
the board from time.to time for each dis- 
trict as the board may see tit, Each license 
{nspector is to give such séourity as the 
board’ may teqaire for the performance of 
his duties, and for the payment over of all 
moneys received. Their salaries to be fixed 
by tho board subject to the approval of the 
Governior-in-Oouncil. 

7. The seventh olause relates to licenses, 
and it provides that the Goyernor-in-Ooun- 
oil may direct the issue of liconses on atamp- 
od papor for (1) hotel Licontes, (2) saloon 
liconses,(3) shop Moenses,(4) vessel liconses, 
and (5) wholesale licenses. These licouses 
are to bo signed by the Miniater of Inland 
Revenuy, and are to remain in force to the 
30th of April following the date there- 
of. Hotol and paloon licenses, have been 
already dofined, A ** vessel liconse autho- 
rizes the mastor of a vessel, boing a veasol 
by. which passengers are conyoyed from one 
place to another within or beyond the 
Dominion, to sell or dispose of liquor dur- 
ing tho passage of the vessel botween such 
places to any passongoron board such vessel, 
provided always that it shall not permit tho 
selling or disposing of any liquor except at 
the regular meals, and thon oy to actual 
passongors ; and provided further that It 
shall not authorize the opening or keeping 
of a bar or place on board such vessel whore 
liquors are sold or drunk, .

anxious to get off while prices were high, and 
have shipped when only 12to 14 days old,

The License Bul. 


SUMMARY Of CONTENTS/WITH LATEST AMEND- 
MENTH. 
(From the Mail.) 
(Continued from yesterday.) 

Tho 20th, 26th, 27th and 28th clausos 
relate to ‘accommodation. ” Every licons- 
ed hotel in cities and towns ‘must contain 
not loss than #lx bedrooms, and in other 
places not loss than three bedrooms, and 
(except in citics and incorporated towns) 
propor stabling for at least six horses, be- 
sides thoue of the licenses, La all cases the 
hotel or saloon in forbidden to form part of 
or to communicate by any entrance with 
any shop or storo where goods are kept for 
sale. Every hotel or saloon; béfore re- 
cviving a license must be shown to be a 
well appointed eating house for dally serv- 
ing meals to travellers. The board may, 
howeyer, dispense with the necessity ot 
their having such eating house acoommoda- 
tion, as toa cortain number of saloons in 
any city or town. 

Olauses 20 to 40 deal with the duties of 
the board. They areto hear and deter- 
mine all applications and objections, and 
thelr angounced decision ig not to be ques- 


‘tioned or reconsidered. They are not to 


grant 4 liconse if two-thirds of the electors 
of the sub-division petition against it ; nor 
to give a license to any person declared to 
be disqualified, nor to anylicensp commis- 
sioner or inspector, Lf in any district the 
board of that district do not see their way 
clear to graut a new license for the ensuing 
twelve months, they may extend the time 
of the old license for three months, Upon 
theobtaining by ‘the applicant of the certifi- 
cate authorgiziog the issuing of a license the 
chief inspector is empowered to issue the 
certificate on payment to him of a fee of 
$5 and the giving of the bond required,and 
upon the applicant establishing that he has 
paid or tendered the duty imposed by the 
Provincial Legislature. 

41. The forty-first clause provides that 
before apy hotel, saloon, or shop license is 
granted, tho applicant shall give a bond in 
$560, with two sureties in the sum of $150 
each, conditfoned for the payment of all 
fines and penalties. 

42. The 42ad to 45th olauses provide for 


'| the number of licenses. to be granted. _The 


aggregated number of hotel and saloon li- 
censes are (in general) subject to the fol- 
lowing limitations :—lIn cities, towns, and 
incorporated villages, one for each full 250 
of the first thousand of the population; and 
one foreach 500 over one thousand, accord- 
ing to the last preceding census. Two ho- 
tel licenses may be granted in any town or 
incorporated village when the population 
is less than 500. In inoorporated villages 
being county towns five licenses may be 
granted, even if according to population 
such number would be: greater than the 
above proportion. In places of summer 
resort the board may grant two additional 
hotel licenses for six months in each year. 
No saleon licenses are to be granted in 
townships or parishes, 

The numbers of shop licenses in the res- 
pective muncipalities are to be, one for 
each fal] 400-up to 1,200 of the population, 
and one for each full 1,000 beyond 1,200. 
Power is given to the council of any city, 
town, or village by by-law to reduce, within 
any limit by the Act provided, the number 
of hotel, saloon, or shop licenses to be is- 
sued. 

46. The 46th is the local option clause. 
It consists of eleven sub sections, These 
proyide that a majority of three-fifths of 
the electors in any town, incorporated vil- 
lage, parish,tewnship, or other municipality 
(save counties and cities) may prevent any 
licenses being granted. The votes of the 
electora are to be taken by ballot in the 
manner provided by the Oanada Temper- 
ance Aot, 1878, and the several clauses 
thereof under the headings, ‘‘ The Poll,” 
**Sorutiny,” “‘ Penalties,” ** Preservation 
of the Peace,” ‘‘General Provisions,” 
** Prevention of Oorrupt Practices,” and 
**Penalties and Punishment Generally,” are 
to be incorporated into the present Aot. 
The poll isto be closed at five o’clook in 
the afternoon of the second day if the votes 
of all the electors present at five o'clock on 
the first day were not polled. Such pro- 
hibition of sale will last until repealed by 
a vote of the electors, provision for the 
taking of which is made by the Aot. Every 
license is held tobe a license only to the 
person therein named, and for the premises 
therein described, subject to the provisiéns 
of the Actas to removals and the transfer 
of, licenses. — _ 

The 48th to 54th clauses deal with trans- 
feraand removals. It is provided that 
where a licensee dies or sells or assigns or 
removes the license ipso fasto forfeited 
unless, such person, his assigns or legal 
representatives, within one month after the 
death, assignment, or removal of,or sale by 
the original holder obtain the board’s writ- 
ten consent either for the continuance or 
the transfer of such license to some other 
person. In case of the marriage of any to- 
male licensee; her husband has conferred 
upon him the privileges and responsibilities 
of such license on contirmation by the chair- 
man of the board. 

A chief inspector on permission by the 
board, may allow the holder of a license to 
remove from one house to another equally 
well supplied with accommodation, provided 
the application is accompanied by a certifi- 
cate signed by a majority of the electors of 
the polling sub-division to which itis 
proposed to remove. 

55thand 56th clauses deal with the license 
fund, which {fs to be applied to the pays 
mont of salaries and expenses, the residue 
going to the treasurer of the municipality 
in which the licenses are situated, for the 
publio uses of the munioipality. 

57th clause provides for the revocation of 
licenses iniproperly obtained. 

58th clause provides for the issuance of 

ermits to sell in municipalities where no 
foense is granted. ‘The certificate ofa 
resident physician to. a pationt under his 
immediate care, or a clergyman to a person 
whose spiritual advisor he is, is required 
(under a penalty of $30 for contravention 
of this provision) before the person permit- 
ted to sell can do so ; and then he cannot 
soll more than one pint, which must not, 
under # penalty of $40, be allowed to be 
drunk onthe promises. The person so 
permitted to soll has to make a monthly 
sworn roport showing to whom sold, what 
quantity, and upon whose cortificate,undor 
a ponalty for nogloot of $20. 

59th and 60th clauses deal with tho 
rogistry of Moonses, Tho rogleter muoh 
coritaln the particulars of all lloonses grant- 
ed in each district, all forfeitures, disquall- 


. 


floations, convictions. The board must re 
port annually to the Miniater of Inland Ro- 
venus, 

6 lat to 77th clauses doal with regulations 
and prohibitions. The principal of these 
are that tho liconses must be conspicuoualy 
©Xposed, under a ponalty of $f; that the 
words, ** Liconsed to soll spirituous or for- 
monted liquors,” are to be exhibited in 
large lotters over the door ; that every ho- 


telkoopor, being a licensee, shall keop a 
lamp over the door, lighted every night; 
that no liquors aré to be sold in any Hoons- 


ed place from seven o'clock on Saturday 
night till aix o'clock on Monday morning ; 
nor from 11 p. m. until 6 a. m. every other 
night; provided always, that in hotels li. 
quor may be sold on Sundays to the quests, 
bona fide, residing or boarding in. auch 
houses,during moals between ono and threo 
Pp. m. and five and seven p. m., to be drunk 
or used at meals at the table. 

Stringent regulations are provided against 
talo of liquors on election days; against 
rocoiving plodges or pawns in «-yment or 
Payment in advance ; against permitting 
drunkenness or disorderly conduct, or suf- 
fering drunken persons to consume intoxi- 
cants on the premises, And power is given 
any licensee to réfuse admission to any 
person intoxicated ; against the sale of 
intoxloants to minors ander the age of 16 
years ; against the salo of liquors ia every 
store or place where groceries or other 
merchandise are sold, provided that this 
shall not apply to any licensee in towns and 
cities having 4 license at the time of the 
paasing of the Aot, prior to Ist May, 1890, 
and elsewhere prior to 1st of May, 1887 ; 
against treating by a license; against vessels 
selling liquor while moored or at a wharf. 

78th and 79th clauses deal with adultora- 
tion and the penalties therefrom.

Citizen, with that manly regard for foir 


play which has ever distinguished the gen- 
tleman who is now its editor, cannot be- 
lieve that Mr. Mackenzie was responsible 
for the ‘‘ utterances of the Rouge adyocates 
of independence, spoken at the recent ban- 
quet of the National Olub of Montreal,” 
and it proceeds tostate the well-known 
fact that Mr. Mackenzie, after making his 
own speech, left before the oratory of the 
evening commenced to flow, and to express 
the opinion that 


We feel certain that had Mr. Mackenzie re- 
mained in the room,and had spoken towards the 
close of the proceedings, he would respectfully 
have expressed his disent trom the views of the 

ouvg gentlemen who find British connection an 
Intolerable burden and who are longing for the 
establishment of another Republic on this con- 
tinent. There is not in Canada fhany men 
more loyal than the ox-leader of the It-form 
party, who never gives an uncertain soudd on 
the subject ; and, consequently, a dose of inde- 
pendence would not have proved a very 
palatable one to him. oder the circum- 
stances, therefore, we do not think it fs fair to 
bold Mr, Mackenzie responsible for the whines 
of the poor Montreal slaves who would haye the 
world believe that they are the victims of a con- 
dition of affairs which is absolutely intolerable. 


The above liberal expression of opinion 
does credit to.the Citizen, and we commend 
it as an example ‘worthy of being followed 
by the Grit press, who are always ready to 
believe ill of their political opponents and 
to fabricate statements to their discredit 
when the truth will not serve their por- 
pose.

This 
award the United States paid over to the 
English Government. The latter deducted 
the expenses of counsel, ete., and turned 
over to McDonald $187,000. Two lawyers 
in Washington claimed an interest in the 
award inasmuch na they alleged they had a 
lien upon it for alarge amount, They in- 
stituted an action in the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia, and on their mo- 
tion the money was doposited with the 
Court pending the result of the trial. The 
claim was that they had performed legal 
services for MoVonald. On this issue the 
Court found that no individual had been 
represented by counsel ; that the English 
Government had taken up all claims of its 
citizens and prosecuted them as its own, 
and when the award had been made it de- 
ducted the costs and made a present of the 
balance to the party who had filed the olaim 
originally. 

" DECISION IN M'DONALD’S FAVOR. 

Hence the Court decided in favor of Mo- 
Donald, and ordered the money to be paid 
over to him as his property, which was 
done. This was in 1875, Plaintiffs ap- 
pealed the case, and employed as their 
counsel a prominent lawyer, then a leading 
member of the House of Representatives.

Naw York, May 30.—A torriblo accident 
ooourred oa the Brooklyn Bridge at Walf-past 
four o'clock, the bridge boing crowded to its 
utmost capacity at that hour, Tho accident 
ooourred on the Now York anchorage, where 
the solid bottom of the middle footway onde, 
and two flights of soven stops each, with an 
intermediate landing, lead up to tho plank 
walk of the span between the Now York an- 
chorage and tho towers, It was shortly after 
four o’olook,and the bridge was crowded trom 
one ond to the other, so thoro was hardly 
elbow room, A woman who was ssconding 
the lowor flight of ateps stumbled and fell on 
tho landing. Tho orowd prossed upoo her, 
and she rhrieked, when tho bridge officer, 
Frederick Richards, who was onthe plank 
walk above, seeing her dangor, elbowed his 
way to the step and lifted her up, Tho crowd 
closed upon them both, and they went down, 
With a desporate offort Olio r Richards got 
upon his feet once more, dragging the woman 
after him, S:e screamed again in despair and 
fright,and the crowd above and below prossed 
toward tho spot to discover the cause of tho 
con'motion, The crush Immediately became 
foarful ; those on the approach below the 
ataire wore oarrled forward in a solid mass, 
and many stambled and were enabled to 
resiat the pressure from behind, The crowd 
passed over them, From above the crowd 
comlog from Brooklyn was.carried to the edge 
of the steps and then fell over and down upon 
tho atruggling mass bolow. 

New York, May 31.—Ono theory is that 
the panio on Brooklyn Bridge yesterday after- 
noon was started by pickpookets, After the 
alarm was givon, ambulanoca were speedily 
sent to the bridge, and reserves of policomon 
to the number of 100 were ordered ont from 
the different stations. Tho dead and dying 
were so quickly taken to the station houses 
and hospitals, that before those passing the 
Brooklyn entrance where tho disaster occurred 
had reachei the spot, almost every evidence 
of it was removed, Between the cables thore 
had been only'a few minutes before the panic 
one of the blockades common at this point; 
this blookade was broken by the bridge police- 
mep, Tho stream of poiestrians was steady 
and large, although there was no extraordinary 
throng moving in either. direction at the 
time, There was, however, an unusual crowd 
io this particular section of the bridge, result- 
ing from the blockade which had just been 
broken, and it seems to havo been just at the 
time that this ‘crowd reached the steps that 
tho disaster ooourrei, Some say that a obild 
was throwo down by a gang of plok-pookets, 
othors say thata man foll down the steps, 
others that a woman was tho firat victim. 

The footpath is already worn as smooth as 
glass by the constant trampiog of hundreds of 
thousands of feet. It might not have proved 
a scrious calamity if the rush from above could 
have boon etopped, but the ourrent from above 
was as resistloss as Niagara. People coming 
down knew nothing of what wes happening, 
until they were right upon the stips. There 
wasnoone to stop them, Stalwart men 
broke over the restraint that others sought to 
impose and trampled their way over the up- 
turned faces of those who lay prostrate, The 
shrieks and moans and ories of ohildren and 
the oaths of men were terrible. After the 
dead and wounded were romoved a number 
of pools of blood could be seen around the 
steps, 

S> far as learned, there was no one at the 
soene whose authority was at onoe recognized, 
and there is no telegraph service on the 
bridge. Detective Mangin dropped ovor tho 
fenoe and rushed to the New York entrance 
and notified the toll gatherers that there had 
been an accident, and asked them to stop fur- 
ther traffic. This they refused to do, with- 
out ordersfrom higher authority. On the 
Brooklyn side not even so much was done, A 
messenger wassent by the police to the 
Brooklyn side, with word to the same effect, 
but no heed was paid to the mossenger. As 
soon as the people at tho Now York end un- 
derstood what was happening the gates were 
closed, and word was sent to olose the gates 
ip Brooklyn. 

One account of the disdator saya that halt a 
dozon roughs bunched themselves 300 feet 
above the stairs and laid their hands on each 
othor’s shoulders and forced themselves like 
wedges into the crowd shouting, ‘ The d——d 
asaciation can make ite way through any- 
thing.”” The crowd seened to have a horror of 
going over the steps, althongh the flight is 
is only six feet high, They locked arms and 
pushed furlously against the thousands comiog 
from Brooklyn. Ino a few minutes there was 
a slow yielding to the frightful preseure and 
the front of the crowd was forced nearer to 
the edge. Women and children were soream- 
ing for help and men were shouting, Um- 
brellar, parasols and canes were thrown over 
tho rails by the people who madly bogan to 
fight their way out of the oruch. At lost with 
a shriek a young girl loat hor footing and fell 
down the lower Hight of steps. She raised 
herself on her hands and would have got up, 
but in a moment she was buried undor the 
bodies of others who fell over her, 

Men spraog upon the rails and wayed the 
crowd back from New York and Brooklyn, 
but the people oontinaed to crowd on, The 
bridge policemen did not woar their uniforme, 
and wore not recognized as officora in the 
crowd. Those on the outer edge of the orowd 
olutche! deporately at the railing, but the 
tremendous pressure tore thom loose and awopt 
them on with bleeding hands towards the 
next trass, Mon struck out right and left at 
those who pressed against thom. Girls shrick, 
od themselves into hysterios, Ono old man 
ploughed his cano vigorously on all sidos, A 
drunken Irish woman soratched and bit liko a 
frenzied cat at ovory face and arm within hor 
rosoh, A little girl was orushod botwoon two

knocked down the railing. He says the crowd 
began to push through the narrow space and 
jamp from the walk to the bed of the reilroad 
before wo could got a platform for them to 


walk on, All the while men and 
boys wero dropping like files from 
the top of tho truss to the railroad. 


This was a dangerous business, for » misstep 
would cost them their lives, We finally put 
planks across tho road bed to the edge of the 
anohorago, and put thom across from the odge 
ol the conorete walk to the top of the granite 
wall that divides the roadway from tho rail- 
way. At first wo had only two planks on 
each side, and wo feared they would break 
every moment, the weight was so great, 
Fully 5,000 persons escaped from the crush, 
before anybody was trampled on. Hundreds 
of men were orying, “ Keep back ! don’t crash 
too much !” but I never saw people act with 
so little judgment, Near the foot of the 
stops way packed solid with bodies, The 
most of those in the crush were grown persona, 
One man among them was a perfect brate: 
He was standing at thé top of the steps out of 
harm’s reach; and could have atood there for 
some time, but as he could nos govback to- 
wards the top, ho started forward, stepping 
on the back of ove of those whowere kbooked 
down. Ho doubled himself up intos ball and 
rolled down oyer the dead and wounded, to 
the foot of the steps, ‘‘Shanie! shame |” 
came from all sides, but-he only smiled, aod 
picking up his hat, started across the plank, 
A young man struck him full in the face and 
knocked him off the walk. 

Nicholas Maockler,a carpenter who kaocked 
down a length of the railing, says that if the 
people had acted with any kind of sense 
there would have been no trouble. We had 
the railing down and planks across before any- 
body was hurt and if there had been a little 
patience we would have had the crowd off the 
railway without any trouble. 

Mr, H, Aberoromble, of Skaneateles, says : 
I was caught 20 yards from the steps and I 
went along the stone side and hung on to the 
the railing with one hand,and just as I got on 
the north aide of the fence the crow: awayed 
towards New York and throw a woman ia the 
rigbt hand corner, She went over side wise 
aud fell on hor face and then fourmenand a 
woman fell on her, I yellod for them to get 
over the rail and I pulled amanover, I got 
got him over and’ a woman next to him, 
and after a hard atruggle I got them 
so they stocd alongside the iron work. 

In the meanwhile children and men and 
women were falling all over the steps. I got 
the people over the rail until no more could 
stand there, Two bridgemon eame and put 
plaoks from the stone work down to the open 
bed of the roadway below. They began to 
get people down that way. Then I got on 
the top of the fron work and gave them my 
hand, The people were jammed so they 
could not move themselves. I pulled out two 
middle aged women and a girl, whose mother 
begged me with tears to save hor, I got hor 
and the mother out. I got outaman, Next 
we had to holdup the woman and girl, they 
wore 80 exhausted. Gradually those in front 
continued to repress the crowd behind those 
who had fallen and been buried at the foot of 
the steps. 

Following is a fow of the number of those 
taken out: The first was «a woman, who fell 
on her back just below tho stops, with one 
arm twisted under her and the other hend 
clutching the remnant of a child’s ahawl. She 
had on a grey sacque, Her forehead had been 
crushed, and was stained with blood. Her 
pulse was almost, imperceptible. I believe sho 
died before they got her off the bridge. Next 
to her lay a Chinaman atone dead. Lying 
half across the Ohinaman was a young woman 
with dishevelled hair. Her clothing was torn. 
Her pulse was almost imperceptible, Just 
beyond hor lay another woman, who had evi- 
dently been tramped on. 1 put my car to 
her heart, but discovered no evidences of 


life. Next to hor lay a woman whose hoad 
was twisted backward and whose hands were 
clinched. She was dead.
